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Terms of Sale 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale ("Auction Sale") conducted by licensed and 
bonded Auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions (hereinafter referred to as "Auctioneer" 
and at times as "Bowers"). Bidding in this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you 
("Bidder") of all the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale stated herein. Bidders may 
include consignors who may bid and purchase lot(s) in the Auction Sale consigned by the 
consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with Bowers 
("Consignor" or "Consignors"). A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale 
may pay a different fee than the buyer’s premium charged to all other buyers. Bowers reserves 
the right to include in any auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or 
related companies, principals, officers or employees. Bowers may have direct or indirect 
interests in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRE- 
CEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION 
OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOGUE. Where the Consignor has re¬ 
purchased a lot and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or dis¬ 
posed of in accordance with the Consignor's direction, or pursuant to contractual agree¬ 
ment, Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit a price from the 
prices realized. Bowers may bid for its own account at any auction. Bowers may have infor¬ 
mation about any lot that is not known publicly, and Bowers reserves the right to use such 
information, in a manner determined solely by Bowers and for the benefit of Bowers, with¬ 
out disclosing such information in the catalog, catalog description or at the auction. Bidder 
acknowledges and agrees that Bowers may not be required to pay a Buyer's Commission, or 
other charges that other Bidders may be required to pay and may have access to information 
concerning the lot(s) that is not otherwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of 
interest or claimed competitive advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all par¬ 
ticipants in the Auction Sale. Lot(s) may carry a Reserve. A Reserve is a confidential price 
or bid below which the Auctioneer will not sell an item or will re-purchase on behalf of the 
Consignor or for Bowers. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins in this 
Auction have been determined by independent grading services, and those that are not are 
graded by Bowers. Grading of rare coins is subjective and may differ among independent 
grading services and among numismatists, even though grading has a material effect on 
the value of the coins. Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by independent 
grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. Bidder 
further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Bowers and lot descriptions are 
based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended to note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and perception are subjective. Bowers does not 
warrant the accuracy of such descriptions. All photographs in this catalogue are of the 
actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer may open or accept the bidding on any lot by plac¬ 
ing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet 
or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. The Auctioneer may accept or decline 
any bid, challenge to any bid or bidding increment, as the Auctioneer in its sole discretion shall 
determine. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No lot will 
be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer. Lots will be sold in their num¬ 
bered sequence unless Auctioneer directs otherwise. All material shall be sold in separate lots to 
the highest Bidder as determined by the Auctioneer. Auctioneer shall have the right in its sole 
and absolute discretion to adjudicate all bidding disputes and shall have the right, but not the 
obligation, to rescind the acceptance of any bid and place the lot(s) for Auction Sale again. 
Auctioneer's decision on all bidding disputes shall be binding and final. For the Mail and 
Internet Bidder's protection, no "unlimited" or "buy" bids will be accepted. When identical 
bids are received for a lot, preference is given to the first bid received as determined by the 
Auctioneer. A mail bid will take precedence over an identical floor bid; a Floor Bidder and 
Telephone Bidder must bid higher than the highest mail bid to be awarded any lot. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to refuse any bid, to reduce any mail bid received, to open the bidding of a 
lot at any level deemed appropriate by the Auctioneer and to determine the prevailing bid, at 
his sole discretion. THIS IS NOT AN APPROVAL SALE. Bidders who physically attend the 
Auction sale, either personally or through an agent ("Floor Bidders") should carefully examine 
all lots which they are interested in purchasing. Bidders who bid by telephone, either person¬ 
ally or through an agent, receive a similar benefit as Floor Bidders in being able to actively par¬ 
ticipate in the live Auction Sale ("Telephone Bidders"). Therefore, except as otherwise provid¬ 
ed in these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, COINS LISTED IN THIS CATALOGUE 
GRADED BY PCGS, NGC OR ANACS CACHET, OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY 
GRADING SERVICE MAY NOT BE RETURNED FOR ANY REASON WHATSOEV¬ 
ER BY ANY BIDDER For non-certified coins: If it is determined in a review by Bowers that 
there is a material error in the catalogue description of a non-certified coin, the lot may be 
returned if written notice is received by Bowers within seventy-two (72) hours of receipt of the 
lot(s). The lot(s) must be received by Bowers no later than fourteen (14) calendar days after 
the Auction Sale in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Bidder, in their original, 
sealed containers. Late remittance constitutes just cause for revocation of all remrn privileges. 
All prospective Bidders who have had the opportunity to examine the lot(s) prior to the 
Auction Sale personally assume all responsibility for any damage that Bidder causes in connec¬ 
tion with the lot(s). Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the damage 
caused, which shall be prompdy paid by the prospective Bidder. BOWERS IS NOT 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY ERRORS IN BIDDING. A Bidder should make certain to bid 
on the correct lot and that the bid is the bid intended. Once the hammer has fallen and the 
Auctioneer has announced the winning Bidder, the Bidder is unconditionally bound to pay for 
the lot, even if the Bidder has made a mistake. Bowers reserves the right to withdraw any lot 
at any time, even after the hammer has fallen, until the Bidder has taken physical possession of 
the lot. No Bidder shall have a right to claim any consequential damages if a lot is withdrawn, 
even after the Auction Sale. 


4. Bidder Registration Required. All persons seeking to bid must have a catalogue and reg¬ 
ister to bid at the auction by completing a registration card or bid sheet. By submitting a 
bid, the Bidder acknowledges that Bidder has read the Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale, the descriptions for the lot(s) on which they have bid, and that they agree to adhere to 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. This agreement shall be deemed to have been 
made in California. The Bidder acknowledges that the invoice describing a lot by number 
incorporates the catalogue and Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 

5. Prices, Payment and Delivery. A Buyer's Commission of fifteen (15%) on each indi¬ 
vidual lot will be added to all purchases made by Bidders, except for reacquisitions by 
Consignors, regardless of affiliation with any group or organization, and will be based 
upon the total amount of the final bid. A reacquisition charge may apply to Consignors 
pursuant to a separate agreement, which may be higher or lower than the Buyer's 
Commission. Payment is due immediately upon receipt of notification. Payment is delin¬ 
quent and in default if not made in good funds in full within fourteen (14) days of the 
Auction Sale, without exception. Unless otherwise agreed in writing, auction sales are 
strictly cash in U.S. funds payable through a bank in the United States. On any cash 
transaction or series of transactions exceeding $10,000, Treasury Form 8300 will be filed. 
Contact Bowers for wiring instructions before sending a wire. Lots must be paid for the 
earlier of receipt of invoice or delivery. Lot(s) will not be shipped before funds are received 
by Bowers. Bowers reserves the right to decline to release lots for which good funds have 
not yet been received. On any accounts past due, Bowers reserves the right to extend cred¬ 
it and impose periodic charges. Bidder agrees to pay reasonable attorney's fees and cost 
incurred to collect on such past due accounts. Payment by Visa, Mastercard, American 
Express or Discover may be accepted only for internet bidders whose total purchases for 
the-Auction Sale do not exceed $5,000. Bids will not be accepted from those persons 
under eighteen (18) years of age without a parent's written consent which acknowledges 
the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale herein and agrees to be bound thereby on 
behalf of the Bidder. Bidders personally and unconditionally guarantee payment that are 
or become owed to Bowers. If a corporation is the Bidder, the corporate representative 

resent at the sale shall provide Bowers at the time of registration with a statement signed 

y each principal, director and officer that they each personally and unconditionally guar¬ 
antee any and all current or future obligations owed to Bowers or such other statement as 
may be acceptable to Bowers, in the sole discretion of Bowers. Bidders who have not estab¬ 
lished credit with Bowers must furnish satisfactory credit inferences or deposit at least 
twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) or such other 
amounts as Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion, require before such bids will 
be accepted. Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits 
will be promptly refunded, upon clearance of funds. Bowers will not assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the shipping and packaging of certain larger items or items of a more fragile nature 
sold in this sale as determined by Bowers. It is the Bidder's responsibility to contact 
Bowers after the sale to make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile 
nature of some lots, Bowers may be forced to charge additional shipping and handling. 
Lots indicated as being "framed" are shipped at the Bidder's risk. Taxes, postage, freight 
charges, if applicable, handling, insurance, the fifteen percent (15%) Buyer's 
Commission, and any other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added 
to the invoice for any lot(s) that is invoiced to successful Bidders. 

California residents will be charged sales tax as well as bidders who pick up at this 
Auction without a valid Resale Certificate. Please note that the purchase of any coin 
or bullion lot(s) with a price, including the buyer's fee, in excess of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) is exempt from California and Maryland sales tax. On any tax not 

paid by Bidder which should have been paid, even if not collected by Bowers by mistake, 
error, negligence or gross negligence, Bidder agrees to promptly pay the same on demand 
together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed. Title to any lot remains with 
Consignor, any secured party of the Consignor, or Consignor's assigns, as the case may be, 
until the lot is paid for in full by Bidder. Bowers reserves the right to require payment in 
full before delivering any lot to the successful Bidder. The RISK OF LOSS passes to the 
Bidder upon delivery of the lot(s). 

Any and all claims based upon Buyer's failure to receive a purchased coin or lot, Buyer's 
receipt of a coin or lot in damaged condition, or otherwise related to delivery, must be 
received in writing by Bowers no later than forty-five (45) days after Buyer's payment for 
the coin or lot, regardless of whether the Buyer has received confirmation of shipment or 
not, or within 45 days of Sale if payment is not made within said time based upon pre¬ 
approved credit or otherwise. Buyer may not receive notification of shipment; it is Buyer's 
obligation to make timely notification of any such claim. The failure to make a timely 
claim, time being of the essence, shall constitute a waiver of any such claim. 

6. Financial Responsibility. In the event a successful Bidder fails to make payment when 
due, Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, to rescind the sale or to resell the lot(s) 
in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private sale. Bidder 
agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such a sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, 
including reasonable attorney's fees and costs, cataloguing and any other reasonable 
charges. Bidder grants to Bowers or its assignees the right to offset any sums due, or found 
to be due to Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, current, or future consign¬ 
ment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of Bowers; or from any sums due 
to Bidder by Bowers. Bidder further grants Bowers a purchase money security interest in 
such sums or items and their proceeds to the extent applicable, to secure all indebtedness 
due to Bowers, plus all accrued expenses, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is 
paid in full. Bidder grants Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such 
items, to sign the statement as Bidder’s attorney-in-fact, and to assign such interest to any 
affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Bowers. If the auc-

tion invoice is not paid for in fall when due per invoice terms, the unpaid balance will earn 
interest at the rate of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month until it is paid m fall. 
In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjust¬ 
ed to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be 
allocated to principal. Bidder agrees to pay all reasonable attorney's fees, court costs and 
other collection costs incurred by Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past 
due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceeding aris¬ 
ing out of or related to the Auction Sale. Bowers reserves the right to assign us interest to 
any third party. To the extent that the winning Bidder tor any lot consists of more than 
one person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly and severally liable for all obliga¬ 
tions of the Bidder, regardless of the title or capacity of such person or entity.

i. Bidder acknowledges that the rare coin market is speculative, unregulated and volatile, 
and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Bowers does not guarantee that any cus¬ 
tomer buying for investment purposes will be able to sell for a profit in the future. 

j. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Bowers, nor its employees, affiliates, 
agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be unimpaired, 
uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such events. 

k. Any comments provided by David Hall do not necessarily reflect the opinion of Bowers 
and Merena. Any disagreement with David Hall's comments, or any error made by 
I )avid Hall will not be a reason for a Buyer to return any lot whatsoever. All coins witn

8. Waiver and Release. Bidder, lor himsell. his heirs, agents, successors .hkI assignees, gen 
erally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Bowers, and its respective 
affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, employees, members of their respective 
boards of directors, and each of them, and their respective successors and assignees from 
any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of actions and suits, of whatever kind or 
nature, incluuing but not limited to claims based upon Auctioneer's negligence, whether in 
law or equity, whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected, which Bidder may 
claim to nave with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any challenge to 
the title to any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon or consigned, and/or the 
auction, except where such reimbursement is otherwise authorized in mese Terms and 
Conditions oF Auction Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiver and release shall 
be effective as a bar to each and every claim, demand, cause of action and suit that may 
arise hereunder or be related to the Auction Sale, and Purchaser hereby knowingly and vol¬ 
untarily waives any and all rights and benefits otherwise conferred upon him by the provi¬ 
sions of Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in fall as follows:

9. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot that has been bid upon or 
concerning proceeds of .my sale. Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and successful Bidder and any other 
applicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys' fees and 
costs. Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any session 
thereof for a reasonable period of time for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have 
any claim as a result thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither 
Bowers nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or conse¬ 
quential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, 
the auction or the conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase 
price, premium, or fees paid. If the Bidder fails to comply with one or more of these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction Sale, then, in addition to all other remedies which it may have 
at law or in equity. Bowers may at its sole option either (a) rescind the sale, retaining all 
payments made by Bidder as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages 
may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) sell a portion or all of the lot(s) held by 
Bowers, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus 
all accrued charges, and Bowers may sell such portion at an auction sale or private sale 
conducted by Bowers and charge a seller s commission that is commercially reasonable. 

Notice of the sale shall 
be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address utilized on the Bid 
Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any damages occasioned 
by Bidder's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Bowers, including without 
limitation, commissions, handling charges, the expenses of both sales, reasonable attor¬ 
neys' fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred.

1 “1757” King George II Indian Peace Medal. Julian IP-49. Silver Re- 
strike (from the Original Dies). AU. 45.0 millimeters. 661.2 grains. 
Struck from the original dies engraved by Edward Duffield, now with a size¬ 
able obverse crack over the left-center obverse. The crack is less advanced as 
seen on the copper restrike that we are also offering in this sale, indicating that 
this silver impression was struck earlier (probably pre-1875). Silver-gray sur¬ 
faces with scattered hairlines and a small obverse spot below the bust.

The originals 
were distributed by the Quakers to nearby Indian chiefs. The dies may 
have arrived at the Mint as early as 1800, but probably later, although re¬ 
strikes had already been prepared on several occasions prior to 1860. The 
final restrikes from these original dies were produced during the second 
quarter of 1875, the last of which were sold in early 1878.

George III Indian Peace Medal 


3 King George III Indian Peace Medal. Jamieson-13, B-435. Silver 
(Shell). EF, and Choice. 79.2 millimeters. 1,689.0 grains. Holed for 
suspension, with a modern loop attached. Wisps of golden-copper irides¬ 
cence decorate otherwise medium-silver surfaces. Semi-prooflike reflec¬ 
tivity is readily evident as this piece rotates under a light, and highpoint 
rub is minimal. Several flaws are noted, two of which are on the reverse 
and the remaining ones on the edge. Scattered hairlines are also present, 
as is a moderate graze in the reverse field above the crown. 

All-in-all, this is a very appealing representative of the type, examples 
of which were issued in both shell and solid forms during the American 
Revolution. Unlike the solid piece that we are also offering in this sale 
(Jamieson-18), this shell displays six rivets above and one rivet below the 
sash on King Georges armor.

This type was issued to commemorate Indian Treaty No. 2 signed 
August 21, 1871 between Commissary Simpson and the Chippewa that 
resulted in the cession to the (.Canadian government of virtually the entire 
province of Manitoba and the lands to the west. This treaty is also known 
as the Manitoba Post Treaty.

A very appealing, fully 
original example, both sides exhibit dominant lilac-gray patina that yields 
to warmer golden-tan highlights in the more protected areas around the 
devices and near the borders. Scattered handling marks are insignificant 
in the context of the AU grade level. 

This medal was struck to commemorate the gathering of 2,000 
Canadian Indians in Calgary, Alberta on September 28, 1901. The In¬ 
dians pledged their allegiance to the British crown at this meeting.

Medal. Type of Jamieson-39. Bronze. AU. 64.5 millimeters. With a 
loupe for suspension and a beaded pin attached. The pin appears to be 
of later origin as these medals were originally suspended from cloth rib¬ 
bons. Light highpoint rub to richly toned, reddish-copper surfaces. A 
few scattered blemishes are mostly confined to the obverse. 

This medal commemorates the visit of the Duke and Duchess of 
York and Cornwall to Canada during the royal family’s world tour in 
1901 shortly after the accession of King Edward VII. As in other nations, 
the Native Americans in Canada gathered to offer their allegiance to the 
royal family. The Duke and Duchess ofYork and Cornwall are now bet¬ 
ter known as King George V and Queen Mary.

Both 
sides are deeply and originally toned in blended antique-copper and char¬ 
coal-gray patina. The reverse displays several scratches that emanate from 
the rims and seem to be the result of someone’s attempts to pry open the 
box. Indeed, this box is very difficult to open, but the hinge is still in 
perfect working order. The obverse is quite smooth for having seen such 
extensive use. Additional pinscratches inside the box are noted. 



35 A Box Dollar Constructed Out of the Obverse of an 1876-Dated 
Trade Dollar and the Reverse of a P-Mint Trade Dollar. AU/Good. 
Both sides exhibit even, original, dove-gray patina. The coins used to 
construct this box were in markedly different grades, however, with the 
obverse a remarkably bold AU and the reverse a well-worn Good. The 
box itself is in excellent condition with a fully functional hinge and a 
smooth, problem-free interior. Really a nice example, a very old scrape 
(it probably predates construction of the box) near the right-reverse bor¬ 
der is hardly worth mentioning. 



36 A Box Dollar Constructed Out of the Obverse of an 1877-Dated 
Trade Dollar and the Reverse of a CC-Mint Trade Dollar. VF/Fine. 
Pleasing lilac-gray patina evenly blankets both sides of this appealing Box 
Dollar. There are no other distractions of note, but several reverse pin- 
scratches near the upper-right rim are associated with an old attempt to 
pry the box open in that area. Indeed, opening the box by simply apply¬ 
ing light pressure to the edge has proved unsuccessful on our part, al¬ 
though it seems as though the hinge would still work if the lid could be 
opened. The use of a CC-mint reverse is a relatively rare find in a Box 
Dollar and adds considerably to the desirability of this visually pleasing 
example. 
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37 A Box Dollar Constructed Out of the Obverse of an 1877-Dated 
Trade Dollar and the Reverse of an S-Mint Trade Dollar. AU. 
Warm lavender-gray patina with speckled olive highlights in the pro¬ 
tected areas around the devices. Both sides exhibit equally sharp defini¬ 
tion, there being none but the lightest wear to the highest elements of the 
design. Obviously, both coins had seen little commercial use when they 
were selected to create this Box Dollar. Our attempts to open the box by 
merely squeezing on the edges proved unsuccessful, so we cannot deter¬ 
mine the condition of either the hinge or the interior. 


38 A Box Dollar Constructed Out of the Obverse of an 1877-Dated 
Trade Dollar and the Reverse of an S-Mint Trade Dollar. EF/VG. 

Motded charcoal outlines to some of the devices interrupts an otherwise 
mostly gunmetal-gray appearance. The box feature is fully functional 
with a well-preserved interior and hinge. In fact, the only impairment 
that we can find is a bit of residue to the reverse where a piece of tape 
seems to have been affixed at one time.

Fine/Good. Both sides have toned evenly in smoky-gray patina, a few 
splashes of charcoal tinting confined to the highpoints of the reverse 
eagle.

Both sides have a pleasingly original appearance, although an 
area of extremely light porosity in the center of the obverse is noted. Ad¬ 
ditionally, we are unable to open the box by simply applying light pres¬ 
sure to the edges—our attempts seemingly thwarted by a shallow rim 
bruise at 10 o’clock on the reverse.

The dimensions seem to 
suggest that it could have been used to hold small valuables such as jew¬ 
elry. The Quarter is set in the base of the bowl, the coin itself carrying a 
grade ofVF Details with both sides displaying overall bold definition to 
the devices. The entire bowl is originally patinated with a pleasing an¬ 
tique-gold sheen. Our estimate on an era of manufacture for this piece 
is the early 19th century.

One of the most inter¬ 
esting items of its kind that this cataloger has ever handled, this needle 
cushion wheel has a blank base with a 1798 Large Eagle Dollar serving 
as the top. The coin itself grades EF Details, and several pins are still 
stuck into the cushion. Additionally, the handle that once attached this 
cushion wheel to (probably) a sewing machine stand is still present and 
fully functional. All metal components are originally and attractively 
toned in steel-gray patina, and there really are no significant problems. 
The amount of detail remaining to the Dollar suggests that this fasci¬ 
nating piece was constructed no later than the early 19th century. 
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43 A Sterling Silver Serving Ladle with a 1798 Large Eagle Draped 
Bust Silver Dollar Insert in the Base. EF. This impressive and historic 
piece was crafted by M.W. Galt Brothers &C Co. ofWashington, the firms 
name stamped in the back of the handle. At the base of the handle are a 
fleur-de-lis and the inscription STERLING. The 1798 Dollar is perfectly 
centered in the bottom of the ladle, the coin itself displaying AU Details. 
The entire ladle is attractively toned in vivid golden iridescence, and the 
front of the handle exhibits a lovely floral pattern that further enhances 
the eye appeal. One of several similar items that we are offering in this 
sale, this sterling silver ladle is perhaps the most impressive due to the 
high level of preservation of both the Silver Dollar and the entire finished 
product. 



44 A Match Box and Striker Constructed Out of an 1892 U.S. Assay 
Office of New York Silver Ingot. EF. This piece started out as a 0.925 
fine silver ingot that carries that stamp of the U.S. Assay Office in New 
York. The ingot was 1.25 ounces and it is numbered 2981/5486. Some¬ 
time between 1892 and 1895, this ingot was selected for conversion into 
a match box and striker. The ingot was hollowed out, the top converted 
into a hinged lid and the bottom grooved for use as a striker. Finally, the 
front of the case was engraved COL. J.C.C. / FROM E.O.Z., while the 
left edge of the case tells us when the Colonel received this gift through 
one final inscription: XMAS 1895. A lovely item in excellent condition.

Rarity-3. Pellets at Trunk. VG-10 (PCGS). A wavy planchet and 
off-center obverse impression are diagnostic of the Noe-33 variety. The 
reverse is much better centered on the flan, and the overall detail on that 
side is suitably bold in the context of the assigned grade. The obverse is 
quite soft, although the trunk of the tree and the word IN are both clearly 
discernible. Closer inspection also reveals the obverse pellets flanking the 
trunk. Dominant antique-gold patina with deeper copper-russet high¬ 
lights around the devices.

The obverse is 
mosdy orange-brown in tone, while the reverse exhibits deeper copper-brown 
patina. There is some porosity in the planchet, but it is minor for a Connecti¬ 
cut Copper of any die pairing, and the surfaces are also free of significant 
abrasions. Definitely a problem free coin for the grade, this piece would serve 
as an excellent representative of the type in a specialized collection.

52 1776 Continental Dollar. Breen-1092, Newman 2-C, Crosby PI. VIII. CURRENCY. Pewter. AU-55 (PCGS). CAC. The Continental Dollars 
of 1776 are among the most significant coinage issues in United States history. The birth of these coins came about through the Continental Congress’ desire 
to, 1) provide hard backing for the paper currency that it was issuing to fund the Revolutionary War effort and, 2) establish the economic independence of 
the United Colonies in the eyes of the world before a military victory over the British became reality. The Continental Congress really was prosecuting the 
war with limited resources, however, and it did not even have the necessary silver bullion to make the Continental Dollar project a reality without assistance 
from the French. Fortunately, the crown was willing to loan the United Colonies the required bullion. Unfortunately, the shipment of precious metal failed 
to arrive and, eventually, the Continental Congress had to abandon the project and postpone its desires to issue hard currency until after the war. 

Some Continental Dollars were struck in base metals, nonetheless, and those pieces were probably intended as patterns or some other kind of trial 
pieces. On the other hand, many of the survivors exhibit wear which suggests that they may have served as a circulating medium of exchange with an 
unknown value throughout the currency-starved Colonies. 

With light rub to both sides, this pewter striking of the CURRENCY variety seems to have been used in commercial channels for at least a short period 
of time. If it was, the coin was retrieved fairly quickly, thus explaining the overall sharp definition that remains on both sides. The surfaces are also uncommonly 
free of distracting abrasions for the grade, and we further note that there are none of the bothersome spots that often mar pewter Continental Dollars. Warm 
slate-gray color deepens in shade in and around the central obverse, direct angles revealing flickers of original mint bloom throughout much of the reverse 
field. Two small planchet flaws in the obverse field under the letters AL in CONTINENTAL and at the reverse rim outside the link upon which N. CAROLIN 
is inscribed are both as-struck features. For the grade, this is definitely one of the nicest Continental Dollars that we have handled in recent memory.

”§&- 1856 Flying Eagle. Snow-3. Proof-63 (PCGS). The vast majority 
of proof 1856 Flying Eagle Cents encountered in todays market are 
examples of the Snow-9 die pair—a restrike from the 1858-1860 era. 
The coin that we are offering here, however, is a representative of the 
much more elusive Snow-3 variety. According to Rick Snow in the in¬ 
dispensable reference The Flying Eagle & Indian Cent Attribution 
Guide, 2nd Edition, Volume 7(2001), Snow-3 accounts for the vast 
majority of 1856 Flying Eagle Cents delivered during the first striking 
period from 1856 through early 1857. The author also states Snow- 
3 is a “non-proof” variety, although PCGS has clearly certified this 
piece as a proof. Opinions differ on the status of many die pairs of this 
issuTe, and it seems that even the Mint was inconsistent with the pro¬ 
duction methods that they employed during individual press runs. 

This coin is definitely a specimen striking, the rims broad and 
squared off with crisp, sharply delineated denticles. The highest ele¬ 
ments of the devices are a tad softly impressed—a feature seen quite 
often on proof 1856 Flying Eagle Cents of all die pairs. Lack of detail 
is anything but distracting, however, and there are also no overly both¬ 
ersome contact marks or carbon flecks. Warm sandy-brown patina 
envelops both sides, the surfaces also revealing pretty pale-apricot un¬ 
dertones at direct angles.

Writing in 1996, David W. Lange (The Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents) 
asserts that only 15-20 examples of the 1969-S DDO Cent have been confirmed, “...this despite the thorough searching of all variety en¬ 
thusiasts.” Several years have passed since Lange published that estimate, and a few additional pieces have been discovered. Still, current PCGS 
and NGC population data (as well as the likelihood of resubmissions being included in those totals) suggests that the 1969-S DDO remains 
very rare with perhaps just 25-30 different examples are known. Obviously, the San Francisco Mint could not have released too many of these 
coins, the number of pieces originally struck probably numbering no more than 100 or 125 examples. 

Approximately half of the 1969-S DDO Cents that have been submitted to PCGS and NGC were returned to their owners in Mint State 
holders. The coin that we are offering in this lot is one of the finest circulated survivors, and it possesses expectably strong eye appeal for the 
near-Mint designation from PCGS. Both sides reveal only the lightest highpoint rub to surfaces that retain an overall sharp appearance. This 
coin also escaped circulation without acquiring any significant abrasions or carbon flecks, although we do note a bit of very light, almost trivial 
verdigris in the protected areas around some of the devices.

418 1884 MS-65 (PCGS). The Three-Cent Nickel series was introduced in 1865 during the coin shortage that plagued the Eastern states during the Civil 

War. The federal government hoped that a coin of this denomination struck in a non-precious metal would not only replace the Three-Cent Silver, but dis¬ 
courage hoarding and, therefore, be able to remain in general circulation. The lawmakers were proved right, at least initially, and the Three-Cent Nickel en¬ 
joyed widespread commercial use in the Northeast into the early 1870s. 

By 1875-1876 at the latest, however, silver coins began to return to general circulation. Additionally, most of the hated Three-Cent fractional currency 
notes from the Civil War era had already been redeemed. These two factors combined to create markedly diminished demand for a Three-Cent Nickel com. 
Although Congress would not abolish this denomination until 1889, yearly mintages for business strikes would only surpass the five-figure mark once 
during the 13-year period from 1877-1889. During three of those years, in fact, the Mint struck only proof coins for sale to collectors. 

With a mere 1,700 pieces produced, the 1884 has the lowest business strike mintage of any Three-Cent Nickel after only the 1885. Perhaps surprisingly, the 
1884 is even rarer than the 1885 in all Mint State grades, particularly Gem BU. Fully struck with vibrant satin luster, this beautiful example is brilliant save for 
the lightest pale-apricot tinting. The color is largely confined to the central obverse. There are none but a few trivial carbon flecks to report, and these are confined 
to the reverse where they are anything but distracting. A very beautiful coin, and one that would serve as the centerpiece of a specialized collection.

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1867 Rays. Proof-65 (PCX JS). An issue that is shrouded in mystery, the original mintage of the proof 1867 Rays Shield Nickel was never 
recorded and, thus, has been lost to history. We are fairly confident that these coins were not produced as pan of a regular Mint issue, and 
they were probably prepared clandestinely and/or solely for distribution to a handful of contemporary collectors that had close ties toTreasury 
Department and Mint officials. Survivors have long been heralded as leading rarities in the Nickel Five-Cent series of 1866-date, but the 
exact number of coins known is also a matter of debate. 

Perhaps the most liberal estimate on the number ol proof 1867 Rays Nickels extant is that of 12-15 pieces that Walter Breen provides in 
his 1988 Encyclopedia. Such a range is far too limited; this cataloger, for one, can recall handling six or seven distinct examples over the course 
of '‘.e last 10 or so years Wr iting in 1995, Gloria Peters and Cynthia Mohon revise Breen’s estimate up to the range of 15-25 pieces, but 
even their assessment seems too limited in light of current PCGS and NGC population data. A more realistic estimate, in our opinion, is 
th u 35-45 different examples are known in various states of preservation, although we admit that even such an estimate is tentative. In sum, 
this is an issue that is in serious need of reevaluation; it would benefit greatly from a serious Census study undertaken by numismatic schol¬ 
ars. 

1 hat the proof 1867 Shield Nickel with Rays is still an important numismatic rarity is beyond contestation. The issue is much, much 
racer than the proof 1866 Rays, and examples will continue to serve as highlights of advanced collections no matter how many specimens 
are thought to exist. This beautiful Gem is dusted with light silvery tinting through which reflective fields and satiny devices are readily ap¬ 
preciable at all angles. The finish appears to be worthy of a (.ameo designation, although the coin was certified before that modifier came 
into use as part of the grade for proofs, as evidenced by the old, green-insert holder. Fully struck and smooth, with a pleasing appearance 
that is sure to appeal to the quality-conscious numismatist.

The brevity of the Shield Nickel with Rays type has been misunderstood in numismatic circles, mostly due to Walter Breen’s 1988 assessment that the 
reverse type was reminiscent of the “Stars and Bars” of the recently defeated Southern Confederacy. The real reason why Mint officials dropped the rays from 
the reverse design after less than two full years of production is that they complicated the coining process by contributing to early and excessive die breakage. 
Beginning in early 1867 and continuing through the series’ end in 1883, the Shield Nickel would be produced without the cumbersome reverse rays.

Nevertheless, the 1932-D is the more elusive of these two 
issues in Gem Mint State and, in fact, it is one of the leading condition 
rarities in the series. 

For every five-to-10 1932-D Quarters in MS-64 that this cataloger 
describes, he has the privilege of handling just one MS-65. This PCGS- 
certified example is a lovely coin with fully brilliant, frosty-white surfaces.

Most major design elements are at least outlined in detail, 
although die bottom of Liberty’s bust and the top of the eagle’s right (lac¬ 
ing) wing are uncommonly smooth. The latter feature may be due to 
the damage mentioned by ANACS and, while we suspect that this coin 
may be bent, the holder prevents us from making a positive determina¬ 
tion of this assessment. 




This piece ex¬ 
hibits warm golden-gray and lavender-gray patina, the colors fully 
blended from rim-to-rim. Direct angles also reveal speckled golden-blue 
undertones around the reverse border, as well as pale-rose highlights in 
most other areas. The overall strike is suitably bold in the context of the 
assigned grade, this despite some softness of strike at the rims and light 
wear over the higher elements of the design.

Overall bold despite light wear, a series of adjustments marks in the center 
of the obverse is as struck.

Speckles of more 
vivid cobalt-blue and reddish-orange iridescence decorate the peripheries 
and accent a sharply executed strike.

The author lists an NGC MS-66 as the finest-known 
example of this scarcer die marriage for the 1828 Half Dollar. The PCGS MS-66 that we are offering here, obviously, also belongs at the apex of Condition 
Census for the die pair. 

A richly original Gem, both sides are layered in antique-copper patina that assumes more of a lavender-gray cast in and around the central obverse. Direct 
angles also call forth warmer golden-blue undertones on the same side of the coin. Virtually full in strike, the degree of definition to even the highest 
elements of the design is among the sharpest that this cataloger has ever seen in a business strike Half Dollar of this type. Full, ffosty-textured luster is undi¬ 
minished in intensity, and there are no outwardly distracting abrasions.

from the No Motto Seated Half Dollar series, this piece is among the 
most beautiful representatives of the design that we have handled in 
recent memory. Both sides are veiled in original, slightly mottled, 
pinkish-copper iridescence. There are also blushes of powder-blue 
tinting here and there around the obverse periphery, and a few areas 
ot silvery near brilliance are intermingled over the surfaces on both 
sides. Satiny in sheen with crisp striking detail, the devices contrast 
nicely with mirror-finish fields. Grade-limiting blemishes are not seen, 
and we do not hesitate to label this coin as one of the finest proof 
1860 Seated Halves extant.

Similar color is present on 
the reverse, where is it more tighdy confined to the upper right and, to 
a lesser extent, the lower rim. Full, softly frosted luster and freedom from 
distracting abrasions are certainly important attributes for securing a 
Gem Mint State grade. The most significant characteristic of this coin, 
however, is an uncommonly sharp strike that is superior to that seen in 
the vast majority of 1918-S Half Dollars extant.

Per Jeff Ambio in the forthcoming book 
Collecting and Investing Strategies for Walking Liberty Half Dollars, there 
are only 275-375 Mint State examples known—a total that establishes 
the 1921-D as the fourth-rarest issue of the type. Most Uncirculated sur¬ 
vivors grade MS-60 to MS-64, pieces in the latter grade representing the 
finest in technical quality that is usually obtainable in an example of this 
extremely challenging issue.

Even a prop¬ 
erly graded, problem-free F.F represents a significant buying opportunity, 
while strictly AU coins are quite rare from a condition standpoint.

Wholly original and very attractive, this early Dollar is toned in appealing 
lavender-gray (obverse) and lilac-gray (reverse) patina. Both sides retain 
fully outlined definition to all major design elements, and there is even 
plenty of bolder detail remaining in the more protected areas of the de¬ 
vices.

1057 1843 MS-64 (NGC). The 1843 isacurious issue in that, while it isone 1 
of the more common No Motto Seated Dollars in circulated grades, it 
is a significant rarity in Mint State. We believe that most of the 165,100 
pieces produced entered circulation at the time of striking, and they re¬ 
mained there until the surfaces acquired considerable wear. Uncirculated 
coins largely survived as a matter of chance, such pieces existing in very 
limited numbers in numismatic circles. 

Since there are no Gems listed at either PCGS or NGC, this pleas¬ 
ingly toned MS-64 represents an important buying opportunity for the 
advanced collector of Seated Liberty coinage. The obverse exhibits mot¬ 
tled olive-orange peripheral toning around a pearl-gray center. The re¬ 
verse is also nicely toned, albeit with an even overlay of smoky-gray color.

There are also brighter apricot undertones discernible 
when the coin dips into a light, and a blush of rich cobalt-blue toning at the lower-left obverse border is noted. While many proof 1857 Seated Dollars are 
softly struck over the highpoints of Liberty’s portrait and the reverse eagle, this impressive Gem is sharply impressed throughout. There are no grade-limiting 
or otherwise bothersome handling marks. 

The proof 1857 Seated Dollar is an elusive coin at all levels of preservation that is very rare as a Gem. The original mintage is unknown, but it could 
not have amounted to more than 100-200 coins. In nearly 10 years of diligent searching, this piece is only the second Gem that this cataloger has had the 
opportunity of examining. A truly important find for the advanced type collector or dedicated Seated Dollar specialist.

1062 1860 MS-65 (NGC). When handling Uncertified Seated Dollars 
dated 1860, you can pretty much bet that the coin was struck in the 
New Orleans Mint before even turning the piece over to check for the 
distinct O mintmark. Indeed, the 1860-0 is one of the most com¬ 
mon No Motto Seated Dollars in Mint State, a fact that is due to the 
Treasury Departments release of at least one 1,000-coin bag of BU ex¬ 
amples during the early 1960s. Fate was not as kind to the 1860-1’, 
however, and we are unaware of there ever having been even a small 
hoard of this issue. Instead of being saved, the 1860 was largely used 
in foreign trade, during the course of which the majority of examples 
were destroyed or otherwise lost to future generations of collectors. 
Today, this issue is scarce-to-very scarce in circulated grades and quite 
rare in Mint State. 

Not only is this piece fully Uncirculated, but it is a lovely Gem 
with virtually brilliant, satin-textured surfaces. The lightest golden 
iridescence is evident at a few angles, but not even close inspection re¬ 
veals a bothersome abrasion. Very well struck for a Seated Dollar of 
any date and issuing Mint, with a pleasing appearance.

MS-62 (Uncer¬ 
tified). With just 756,000 pieces produced, the 1879-CC has long been 
regarded as one of the key-date issues in the Morgan Dollar series of 
1878-1921. It is also a rare issue to find in a GSA holder, and only 4,123 
examples (or 0.55% of the original mintage) was distributed through 
that government agency during the seven GSA sales of 1972-1980. By 
way of comparison, the 1882-CC, 1883-CC and 1884-CC each had 
more than 500,000 coins distributed through the GSA, the 1884-CC 
leading the pack with 962,638 examples that amounted to nearly 85% 
of the original mintage! 

This fully frosted example is well struck with only a bit of light, mot- 
ded, golden-silver tinting to the reverse. The obverse of the coin is bril¬ 
liant, and scattered abrasions are no more numerous than one should 
expect for a CC-mint Morgan in MS-62. An important offering for the 
collector of GSA Morgans, this rare 1879-CC includes the original box 
and card.

The premier delivery 
in the proof Morgan Dollar series amounted to just 100 pieces struck on 
March 12, 1878. Those coins were produced using the 8 Tailfeathers re¬ 
verse hub, and probably only 400 or so additional examples of this variety 
were delivered before Mint employees introduced the 7 Tailfeathers re¬ 
verse hub. As far as proof Morgan Dollars go, the 1878 8 Tailfeathers is 
a rare issue in all grades. The survivors have the further distinction of 
being the only obtainable proofs of this hub variety, which means that 
they are indispensable for specimen type purposes. 

Fully struck with pinpoint definition to all elements of the design, 
this coin is a real delight to behold. Both sides are untoned with the ex¬ 
ception of the lightest silver-gold tinting, the color appearing to drift to¬ 
ward the rims. The toning is so light, in fact, that the surfaces actually 
present as brilliant at many angles. Well contrasted between fields and de¬ 
vices, with nary a distracting hairline, contact mark or other kind of 
blemish to report.

3025 1879-CC MS-65 (NGC). Morgan Dollar production at the Car- 
son City Mint fell off markedly in 1879 when only 756,000 pieces 
were produced. Writing in 1993, Q. David Bowers ascribes this phe¬ 
nomenon to high railroad tariffs that made it more advantageous for 
miners in Nevada to ship their bullion to the San Francisco Mint 
—tgther than the much closer Carson City facility. Long recognized as 
a semi key-date issue in this popular series, the 1879-CC is actually 
quite easy to obtain in Mint State grades through the near-Gem level. 
Indeed, the only real impediment to locating an MS-64 should be 
one’s ability to pay for the coin. The same, however, cannot be said 
for MS-65s. The 1879-CC is legitimately rare as a Gem, and we typ¬ 
ically offer only a few pieces in that grade during any given year of 
conducting auctions. 

An uncommon lack of grade-limiting abrasions is what sets this 
beautiful coin apart from the typically offered 1879-CC Silver Dollar. 
Both sides also possess coruscant mint luster, an otherwise thickly 
frosted .texture thinning to (very) modest hints of brightness in the 
fields. Sharply struck and brilliant, this piece is sure to have no diffi¬ 
culty finding its way into an advanced Morgan Dollar set.

3026 1879-CC MS-64 DPL (NGC). The 1879-CC is one of the threc- 
rarest issues in the Carson City Mint Morgan Dollar series. Only 
756,000 pieces were originally produced, and survivors have long en¬ 
joyed strong collector demand even in circulated grades. Lower-grade 
Mint State pieces arc actually not all rhat difficult to obtain, but the 
issue is genuinely scarce in MS-64 and conditionally rare any finer. 

This is a particularly impressed near-Gem that, in addition to 
minimally abraded surfaces, possesses a fully prooflike finish from the 
dies. The fields glisten with deeply set reflectivity, although the devices 
are set apart with both a satiny texture and razor-sharp striking defi¬ 
nition. The interplay between these two features provides lovely 
cameo contrast. Untoned throughout, and perfect for inclusion in a 
high-quality date and mint set of this ever-popular Silver Dollar type. 


3027 1879-S MS-68 (NGC). Bursting with fully frosted luster, this radiant, 
brilliant-white Morgan belongs in a stellar-quality type set. Silky smooth 
in sheen, and virtually perfect, the surfaces allow ready appreciation of a 
rp’or-sharp strike.

3204 1889-CC MS-6) PL (NGC). The inauguration of pro-silvet Re 
publican Benjamin Harrison as president on March 4, 1889 paved 
the way for the Carson City Mint to reopen later that year. Although 
the facility reopened its doors on July 1 1889, coinage operations 
did not resume until October. Given the paucity of working days re¬ 
maining in the year, it should come as no surprise to read that Mint 
employees in Carson City struck only 350,000 Silver Dollars before 
the calendar advanced to 1890. 

The 1889-CC is the rarest Carson City Mint issue in the Morgan 
Dollar series, and it has long enjoyed very strong collector demand in 
both circulated and Mint State grades. A particularly desirable Choice 
BU, the present example is beautifully toned in champagne-pink iri¬ 
descence. The toning is largely confined to the protected areas around 
the devices, but all areas are equally vibrant with full mint bloom. As 
with nearly 50% of Mint State 1889-CC Morgans, this piece is 
prooflike in finish with shimmering reflectivity in the fields. Sharp, if 
not full in strike, with no more than the expected number of wispy 
abrasions to define the grade.

Well defined in the context of the assigned grade, with a pleasingly 
bold appearance to the main devices. All-in-all, this is a very attractive EF 
representative of the rarest CC-mint issue in the Morgan Dollar series.

3267 1894-0 MS-65 (NGC). While an original mintage of 1.7 million pieces is certainly limited by Morgan Dollar standards, the 1894-0 can really not be 
described as rare in most circulated grades. It is scarce at that level, to be sure, but the real significance of the 1894-0 only becomes apparent in the finer 
Mint State grades. The typical Uncirculated ‘94-0 Dollar is softly struck with deficient luster and/or noticeably abraded surfaces. Only a handful of coins 
are both well produced and experdy preserved, thus explaining the paucity of Gems listed at the leading certification services. 

Solidly in the Condition Census, the coin that we are offering here is overall smooth with uncommonly vibrant, softly frosted luster. There are very few 
abrasions of any size, and certainly none that are individually distracting to the eye. While the strike is not 100% full, it is overall bold with relatively sharp 
detail to the eagles breast on the reverse and even some emerging definition over the central obverse highpoint. Brilliant throughout, with the strongest eye 
appeal that this cataloger has seen in a ‘94-0 Morgan in quite some time.

With just 450,000 pieces produced and a 
poor rate of survival, the 1895-0 is one of the most challenging Morgan 
Dollars to locate in Mint State. The issue is also known for poor striking | 
quality, a fact that further compounds the difficulty of locating an aes¬ 
thetically pleasing example. 

This coin may be confined to the basal Mint State grade level, but it 
is still one of the more appealing ‘95-0 Morgans that we have handled 
in recent memory. The reason for the MS-60 grade is not readily appar¬ 
ent, as the surfaces are not overly abraded and they are also free of large, 
singularly distracting bagmarks. Closer inspection, however, does reveal 
that the luster is muted beneath light-to-moderate, golden-gray patina. 
The strike is exceptional for the issue with overall sharp definition that 
even includes bold delineation between the highpoints of Liberty’s hair- 
curls and the eagle’s breast feathers. All-in-all, this is a coin that the ad¬ 
vanced Morgan Dollar collector should have no qualms about including 
in their set.

The 1901 is not a low-mintage issue, and a respectable total of 6.9 
million pieces were produced. Even so, it is the rarest Philadelphia Mint 
Morgan Dollar in Mint State—a fact that we attribute jointly to the 
widespread release of coins in circulation and the destruction of undis¬ 
tributed examples in the Mint.

All are original, two 
with some light spotting. 

Sharply struck and fully frosted, with a few scat¬ 
tered swirls of milky haziness on the reverse.

The present 
lot offers an exceptional, premium-quality Gem. Fully original, both 
sides exhibit soft silvery tinting to fully lustrous, frosty-textured surfaces. 
Sharply struck in all areas, with nary a distracting abrasion to report. 

3398 1934-D MS-62 (PCGS). Brilliant and lustrous, with scattered obverse 
abrasions precluding a Choice Mint State grade. The strike is sharply ex¬ 
ecuted throughout. 


3391 1928-S MS-64 (PCGS). Bright, frost)' mint luster is accented with a 
few splashes of mottled golden-apricot iridescence. Uncommonly well 
struck for the issue, and free of all but a few wispy, well-scattered abra¬ 
sions.

3403 1873-CC Trade. Wide CC. MS-64 (NGC). The Carson City Mint became involved in Trade Dollar production during the initial year of the series. 
The facility struck 124,500 examples in 1873, most of which were promptly exported for use in the Orient. Few very of those coins were either retained in 
the United States or managed to find their way back to these shores. Furthermore, the majority of survivors are worn to one degree or another, and even a 
marginal Mint State example in, say, MS-61 or MS-62 represents a significant find in todays market. Coins that are Choice are very rare, while the issue is 
all but unobtainable as a Gem. 

Interestingly, yet originally toned, both sides are splashed with mottled pinkish-rose and blue-lilac iridescence through which a few areas of silvery 
brilliance peer. Typical strike for the issue, there is softness of detail in the center of the obverse, over the eagles right (facing) leg and at the top of the eagle’s 
left (facing) wing. What we do not see, however, are distracting abrasions, although a swirl of curious pale-gold tinting in the left-obverse field is perhaps 
worthy of note. Satiny in sheen, this coin represents an important find for the advanced collector of either Trade Dollars or CC-mint silver coinage. According 
to Bowers (1993), the Wide CC reverse variety is “rare.”

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3404 1875 Type I/I. Proof-63 Cameo (ICG). Essentially full in strike, both 
sides are veiled in pleasing lilac-gray and tannish-gray patina. The toning 
is iridescent in quality, which means that a boldly cameoed finish is read¬ 
ily appreciable as the coin rotates under a light. 1 here are no outwardly 
distracting hairlines or other contact marks. Slightly more than half of the 
proof 1875 Trade Dollars extant are examples of the Type I/I hub pair¬ 
ing.

3405 1875 Type I/II. Proof-64 (PCGS). Mottled olive and copper periph 
cral highlights frame otherwise lavender-gray surfaces. The surfaces reveal 
more vivid undertones when the coin dips into a light, and an glistening, 
all-brilliant finish is also best appreciated at such angles. Fully struck. As 
a rule, the pre-1878 proofs in the Trade Dollar series are more challenging 
to collect than the proof-only issues of the 1878-1883 era. 




3406 1875-S Type I/I. MS-64 (PCGS). This fully frosted near-Gem is 
dusted with pale, mottled, silver-gold tinting. Wispy abrasions are ex 
pectably minimal in number for the assigned grade, and they are fairly 
well scattered over the surfaces. The strike is noticeably soft around much 
of the obverse periphery, although we also note that the reverse is overall 
shaiply impressed with trivial lack of detail in only a few isolated areas. 
As one of the more readily obtainable Trade Dollars, the 1875-S is a pop¬ 
ular issue for type purposes. 

3407 1876 Type I/II. Proof-60 (ANACS). Wispy hairlines and contact 
marks are rather well concealed by thick, mottled, steel-gray and milky- 
gold patina. The toning also mutes the original proof finish, thereby 
helping to explain the basal grade from ANACS. 




3408 I876-S Type I/I. MS-63 (NGC).This handsome example is originally 
toned in dominant golden-copper patina. There are also monied copper- 
rose highlights along the left borders. Sharply struck and suitably lustrous 
for the assigned grade, this ‘76-S Trade Dollar would fit nicely into a 
Mint State type set.

3409 1877 MS-63 (NGC). A very appealing Choice Mint State Trade Dol¬ 
lar, this frosty example appears smooth enough to warrant consideration 
at the near-Gem grade level. There really are no distracting abrasions to 
report, and otherwise silver-tinged surfaces are adorned with original, 
mottled, copper-apricot rim highlights. Softness of strike around the ob¬ 
verse periphery is noted. This coin is mounted in an older NGC holder 
with a thick border and large hologram. 



3410 1877-S MS-64 (PCGS). Frosty mint luster swirls around the surfaces 
beneath an overlay of delicate golden-pink iridescence. Minimal haziness 
to the toning is noted for the reverse, but this feature is not readily evident 
at all angles. With a sharp strike and no individually distracting abrasions, 
this pleasing example would fit nicely into a high-grade type set of U.S. 
silver coinage.

3412 1877-S MS-61 (ANACS). Splashes of copper-rose iridescence adorn 
otherwise golden-tinged surfaces. With a sharp strike and relatively pleas¬ 
ing. satin-textured luster, this common-date Trade Dollar would do 
nicely into a BU type set.

The reverse is quite nice, but the obverse has been altered in the 
right field around and near stars 8-13. A fully struck proof type candidate 
for the budget-minded collector.

3413 1878 Trade. Proof-67 (NGC). We have no doubt that this enchanting 
Superb Gem is 100% original. Both sides are awash in rich charcoal- 
copper patina that, in the centers, blends with swirls of softer rose-colored 
toning. The strike is full over virtually all elements of the design, and 
what litde lack of detail is present (it is trivial and anything but distract¬ 
ing) is confined to the eagle s right facing talon on the reverse. The sur¬ 
faces are overall pristine, but there is a hairline-thin graze in the obverse 
field at the wheat sheaves that is well concealed by the toning. 

The 1878 is the first proof-only issue in the Trade Dollar series. Most 
of the 900 specimens produced were distributed to contemporary collec¬ 
tors, and many have survived to the present day. These are large coins, 
however, and few have come down to us with smooth-enough surfaces 
to qualify for a Superb Gem rating from the major certification services.

Indeed, most of the 
1,987 pieces originally produced seem to have survived in one grade or 
another. We caution bidders, however, that the typical specimen grades 
no finer than Proof-64. Furthermore, a Cameo finish is not always guar¬ 
anteed, nor is a sharp strike that touches every-last element of the de- 
sign. 

Truly a remarkable example of this popular issue, both sides possess 
^ Ncazor-sharp striking detail that extends from rim to rim. In addition to 
crisp delineation, the devices also possess a soft, satiny texture that con¬ 
trasts markedly with deep pools of reflectivity in the fields. The surfaces 
are exceptionally well preserved, there being not even a single grade-lim¬ 
iting hairline, contact mark or other blemish to report. Also free of ton¬ 
ing, this brilliant-white Gem would serve with distinction in an advanced 
numismatic holding.

3414 1879 Trade. Proof-66 Cameo (NGC). Blazing-white surfaces are free 
of both toning and grade-limiting blemishes. There is bold contrast be¬ 
tween the fields and devices, the latter features displaying pinpoint strik¬ 
ing detail in addition to a soft, satiny texture. A proof-only issue with just 
1,541 pieces produced, the 1879 Trade Dollar has long been popular 
among high-quality type collectors. This premium-quality Gem is finer 
than most examples.

Whereas the obverse 
is evenly toned in silver-gray patina, the reverse exhibits arcs of vivid sea- 
green, lavender-pink and charcoal-russet iridescence that leave the left- 
center area brilliant. An original, somewhat more affordable example for 
the proof type collector.

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3418 1850 Pattern Cent. Judd-124g, Pollock-145. Raritv-7+. Proof-65 
(NGC). Annular pattern with the denomination CF.N 1 above, the date

design. Struck in nickel alloy without a perforation in the center. Plain edge. 
Pretty golden-apricot iridescence blankets much of the reverse, the toning 
also being evident over the reverse rim. The surfaces are smooth and satiny 
with solid technical quality and eye appeal for the assigned grade. This pat¬ 
tern used to be listed in Judd Appendix A as a die trial but has since been 
assigned the attribution Judd-124g and can now be found in the main sec¬ 
tion of the book United States Pattern Coins, Ninth Edition.

(NGC). Annular pattern, the obverse displaying the word < T N I above 
and the inscription ONE TENTH SILVER below.

OF AMERICA at the border. Struck in nickel without a perforation in 
the center. Reeded edge. Lovely pale-apricot iridescence adorns otherwise 
silver-gray surfaces.

Daniel C. Thorne is listed as early as 1870 in the census for Prescott, 
Arizona. From 1877-1883 he is also listed in the census as owner of the 
Cabinet Saloon in Prescott. In 1878, Thorne purchased the Silver Belt 
mine approximately 16 miles east of Prescott and, over the next several 
years extracted $300,000 worth of lead silver ore (per Charles H. Dun¬ 
ning in the 1959 book Rocks to Riches). After Thome closed the mine, 
creditors took over and subsequent attempts to make the mine profitable 
in 1892 and 1906 also failed. 

Thorne apparendy converted much of the silver ore that he mined into 
ingots. Although the March, 1961 issue of The Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine quotes the late Charles V Painter of Phoenix as saying that the 
Thorne bars were used in the Cabinet Saloon, this seems highly unlikely 
as all examples known are free of handling. Since neither Thorne nor the 
Cabinet Saloon are mentioned in the 1884 or 1888 Prescott census listings, 
we might assume that he either passed away or relocated in 1883. 

A note from the late John J. Ford that accompanies the Richardson 
Collection consignment, however, states that the Thorne Mining and 
Refining Co. ingots were produced circa 1885-1895. Ford conducted 
his research into this company in 1952-1953 when he handled the hoard 
of Thorne ingots discovered around that time. 

This enchanting piece possesses bold-to-sharp definition to the 
stamps and inscriptions, all of which are concentrated on the front. There 
is an unusually rich amount of detail to the inscriptions, and they provide 
much greater information that the stamps seen on U.S. Mint ingots. As 
with all Thorne ingots known to exist, this example is free of handling 
with strong eye appeal.

These coins comprise the fourth series of Bechtler Fives, this inscription 
being added in deference to the Secretary of the Treasury’s wish that gold 
coins of the new reduced weight standard carry the authorization date. 
Although the United States Mint Director refused to comply with this 
request, Alt Christopher Bechtler did—likely to avoid entanglements 
with the federal government regarding his technically illegal coinage op¬ 
erations. All state and private coinage issues were outlawed with the adop¬ 
tion of the Constitution as the basis for the United States’ system of 
government in 1787. 

This is a handsome near-Mint example with rich olive-copper patina 
to both sides. The surfaces have a pleasingly original appearance, and 
they are also free of individually distracting abrasions and other features 
that could limit either the technical quality or eye appeal. Bold definition 
to the devices further confirms the importance of this coin for the ad 
vanced Territorial gold specialist. An area of light haziness in the reverse 
field at the letter B in BECHTLER is noted solely for accuracy . 




EF De¬ 
tails—Whizzed (NCS). A highly elusive issue, the present example is 
sure to have no difficulty finding its way into a specialized collection de¬ 
spite the stated impairment. Both sides possess rich olive-orange color 
that, in conjunction with bold detail to most of the major design ele¬ 
ments, enhances the overall eye appeal. Wear is commensurate with the 
grade and largely confined to the central highpoint on the obverse. A 
few scattered abrasions are noted, but the only significant detraction is a 
glossy texture that betrays mishandling.

The most frequently encountered Type II Gold Dollars in today’s market are survivors of the Philadelphia Mint issues of 
1854 and 1855. Kven those issues are conditionally scarce in Mint State, especially from a market availability standpoint. It 
is with a tremendous sense of pride, therefore, that we offer this simply breathtaking Superb Gem 1854 for the consideration 
of our bidders. Even an MS-68 Type I or Type II Gold Dollar represents an important bidding opportunity in todays market. 
As a Type II coin, of course, this exquisite piece is of the utmost rarity and desirability. 

Unlike the vast majority of Mint State 1854 Type II Gold Dollars that this cataloger has handled, this coin is free of both¬ 
ersome incompleteness of strike in the centers. The detail is actually razor sharp throughout, and it is perfectly complemented 
by exceptionally smooth, virtually pristine surfaces. Satiny mint luster is extremely vibrant, as is an even endowment of 
beautiful reddish-gold color.

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One of the Finest 1855-0 Type II Gold Dollars Known 



3557 1855-0 Winter Variety One, the only known dies. MS-64 (NGC). The 1855-0 is an extremely important Gold Dollar, and for three reasons. First, it 
is the final New Orleans Mint issued this denomination. Second, it is the only New Orleans Mint issue of thescarce and conditionally challenging Type 0 
design. Third, it is one of the rarest New Orleans Mint Gold Dollars from both absolute and condition standpoints. 

In the 2006 book Gold Corns of the New Orleans Mint: 1839-1909.2nd Edition. Doug Winter ranks the 1855-0 ahead of the 1849-0, 1851 -O and 1853- 
O in rarity. It is much more elusive than all three of those issues, particularly in Mint State. For example, whereas the author accounts for upward of 500 Un¬ 
circulated examples of the 1853-0, he estimates that just 40-50 Mint State 1855-0 Gold Dollars are extant. 

Solidly in the Condition Census, this is a truly memorable representative of the issue. Both sides are extremely well produced for a Type II Gold Dollar 
with overall sharp definition. There is, in fact, just a trivial amount of striking incompleteness in the center of the reverse. The luster is also full with a pleasing 
satin texture. Free of significant abrasions, and certainly any that would be outwardly distracting, an even endowment of blended olive-gold and orange-gold 
colors rounds out an impressive list of positive attributes.

3558 1855-0 Winter Variety One, the only known dies. AU-53 
(ANACS). Warm medium-gold color with deeper, green-gold under 
tones that are only discernible at isolated angles. A satiny and well-de¬ 
fined AU from the only New Orleans Mint Gold Dollar issue of the 
Type II design. 


3559 1855-0 Winter Variety One, the only known dies. AU Details— 
Mount Removed, Improperly Cleaned (NCS). Pleasingly sharp in 
strike, this coin is free of all but light highpoint rub. There are also no in¬ 
dividually distracting abrasions, and the color is a relatively pleasing blend 
of green-gold and orange-gold shades. Glossy in texture from having 
been polished, this coin obviously served as a jewelry piece at one time. 
The 1855-0 is the final Gold Dollar from the New Orleans Mint and 
the only O-mint issue of the Type II design.

Rich orange-gold color 
blankets satiny surfaces, the fields also revealing modest semi-reflective 
tendencies when the coin dips into a light.

3567 1833 BD-1, HBCC-3030, the only known dies. Rarity-5. AU-53 
(PCGS). This is one of the rarest, least-often encountered types in the 
entire United States gold series. Reduced Diameter Capped Head Left 
Quarter Eagles were produced from 1829-1834 during an era when con¬ 
temporary gold coins did not circulate to any great extent. Rising gold 
prices on the world market meant that these coins were worth more as 
__ bullion than as circulating currency from the day they were struck. Most 
examples were melted by bullion dealers and speculators, and the handful 
of survivors from all issues were almost certainly preserved as part of bank 
reserves. 

The 1833 has a paltry original mintage of 4,160 pieces, and just 60- 
80 examples have survived to the present day. Really a pretty example, 
both sides exhibit dominant medium-gold color that blends with 
warmer, olive-gold undertones. Ample evidence of a satiny mint finish 
are discernible despite light rub, and the overall definition is pleasingly 
bold for the grade. There are no mentionable abrasions, the surfaces over¬ 
all smooth and remarkably so for the combination of type and grade. 
Housed in an older PCGS holder with a greenish-yellow insert, this coin 
represents an important bidding opportunity for the gold type collector.

3568 1834 Classic. AU-58 (NGC). Exceptionally desirable for a lightly cir¬ 
culated survivor of this early gold type, this first-year 1834 is very nearly 
in the Mint State category.

Original yellow-gold 
color and relatively bold detail in the context of the assigned grade en¬ 
hance the eye appeal of this lightly circulated survivor. There are a few 
pinscratches in the left-reverse field. 



3575 1837 AU-55 (NGC). This is a very nice coin for the grade, the surfaces 
originally toned in khaki-gold shades and free of individually conspicu¬ 
ous abrasions. Otherwise bold detail wanes only minimally over some of 
Liberty’s haircurls—a not uncommon attribute for a lightly circulated 
Quarter Eagle of this type.

3576 1838 AU-53 (NGC). One of the scarcer P-mint issues in the Classic 
Quarter Eagle series, the 1838 has an original mintage of just 47,030 pieces.

There are no singularly mentionable abrasions, and the devices re¬ 
tain sufficiently sharp detail despite the presence of some highpoint rub.

Lovely yellow- 
gold color also provides above-average eye appeal in the context of the as¬ 
signed grade, and all but a few of the abrasions are small in size and 
singularly inconspicuous. Seemingly earmarked for inclusion in a bet¬ 
ter-date type set.

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3577 1838-C Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU Details—Improp¬ 
erly Cleaned (NCS). The status of the 1838-C as the first Charlotte 
Mint issue in the Quarter Eagle series is sure to result in significant bidder 
interest for this more affordable example. This coin presents quite well 
despite the impairment with overall bold definition and no singularly 
conspicuous abrasions. Rich copper rim highlights to otherwise warm, 
orange-gold color also help the eye appeal. The cleaning is evident in the 
form of scattered hairlines and a slightly glossy texture to the surfaces.

3578 1839 AU Details—Repaired, Whizzed (NCS). This coin offers bold- 
to-sharp striking detail for a more affordable sum. The color is a rich 
medium-orange shade that is also relatively attractive. We do, however, 
note a curiously glossy sheen that betrays mishandling. Although NCS 
has certified this coin as an 1839/8, all 1839 Quarter Eagles were struck 
from a defective device punch that is not actually an overdate.

Also on the positive side, there are no individually distracting abrasions. 
An important example for the budget-minded collector that requires an 
example of the short-lived, C-mint Classic Quarter Eagle series.

3580 1839-0 Winter Variety Two. AU-50 (NGC). A historic and sig 
nificant issue, the 1839-0 is the first Quarter Eagle struck in the New 
Orleans Mint. It is also the only O-mint delivery of the Classic type and, 
with just 17,781 pieces produced, it is a scarce-to-rare issue in all grades. 
The present example was struck from the rarer of the two die marriages 
reported for the issue. It is a partially lustrous AU with rose-gold high¬ 
lights to otherwise green-gold surfaces. Scattered abrasions are commen¬ 
surate with the grade, and none are really worthy of individual mention.

3581 1843-C Winter 4-C. Small Date. AU-58 (NGC). Easily distinguish¬ 
able from its Large Date counterpart besides comparing the size of the 
digits, the Small Date also has a Crosslet 4 as opposed to a Plain 4. The 
Small Date is the rarer of the two date logotypes used to strike 1843-C 
Quarter Eagles, and it is actually tied with the 1855-C as the rarest C- 
mint issue in the Two-and-a-Half series. There are a few more high-grade 
examples of this issue around than there are for the 1841-C, 1842-C, 
1844-C, 1846-C and 1852-C, but the 1843-C Small Date is still a lead¬ 
ing rarity for the type in AU and Mint State. 

' The lightest rub is all that separates this attractive coin from a full 
Mint State grade. The obverse is particularly sharp in strike, and the re¬ 
verse is also overall bold despite trivial softness to the highpoints. Deeply 
set green-gold undertones warm to orange-gold color when the coin dips 
into a light. Satiny in sheen, and free of significant abrasions, this coin 
comes highly recommended for inclusion in an advanced Southern gold 
collection.

This piece is well struck, 
and there are no areas of excessive lack of detail despite the presence of 
light highpoint wear. Also free of an inordinate number of abrasions for 
the assigned grade, this PCGS-certified example is a pleasing represen¬ 
tative of this important Southern gold issue. The 1845-D is similar in 
overall rarity to the 1839-D Classic and more challenging to collect than 
the 1843-D, 1844-D, 1846-D, 1847-Dand 1848-D.

It is the sign of the overall rarity 
of the Dahlonega Mint Quarter Eagle scries that the 1846-D numbers 
among the more common issues even though only 175-200 pieces are 
believed extant (per Doug Winter, 2003). rhis lightly circulated survivor 
exhibits a pleasing blend of khaki-gold and orange-gold colors. Satiny sur¬ 
faces are not overly abraded for the grade, and overall sharp definition is 
also a praiseworthy attribute. The 1846-D is similar in rarity to the 1847- 
D and 1848-D, and all three issues are more elusive than the 1843-D.

This is only partially true, as the issue 
is quite scarce in Choice AU and Mint State grades, and it is rarer at 
those levels than the 1843-D, 1844-D and 1857-D.

A satiny, partially lustrous sheen is also readily appreciable, and it 
is undisturbed by individually conspicuous abrasions. Well struck, the de¬ 
vices retain pleasingly sharp definition despite having seen light circula¬ 
tion. An underrated issue that is more elusive than even a limited mintage 
of 10,220 pieces might imply, the 1849-C is similar in overall rarity to 
the early-date 1841 -C.

3590 1859 Old Reverse. AU-55 (NGC). Otherwise honey-orange color 
warms to a softer, rose-gold shade when the surfaces dip into a light. This 
coin reveals only minimal rub to both sides with overall bold definition 
and mint luster that is virtually fully intact. There are no singularly men- 
tionable abrasions.

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3591 1861 Old Reverse. AU-58 (NGC). A scarce hub variety in the Lib¬ 
erty Quarter Eagle series, the present lot offers a nearly Uncirculated sur¬ 
vivor.

Scattered abrasions are commensurate with the grade, and a bit of strik¬ 
ing softness to the highpoints of the reverse eagle is anything but un¬ 
common for a Liberty Quarter Eagle from the 1870s. A scarce and 
underrated issue, the 1872-S circulated widely despite having a limited 
mintage of 18,000 pieces.

3594 1873 Closed 3. MS-63 (NGC). Scarcer than its Open 3 counterpart, 
the 1873 Closed 3 has a limited mintage of just 55,200 pieces. Full satin 
luster and warm rose-gold color provide strong eye appeal in the context 
of the Choice Mint State grade. There are also no abrasions of note, and 
the overall appearance is quite smooth.

Vibrant, rose-gold surfaces are awash in satin-to- 
softly frosted luster. The major design elements are crisply impressed 
from the dies, and all areas are free of noteworthy abrasions.

Sandy-orange patina blankets both sides of this 
sharply struck and minimally abraded near-Gem. The color is quite hazy, 
but it appears to be completely original to the coin.

Otherwise satiny in sheen, there are 
modest, yet appreciable reflective tendencies in the fields that are best 
appreciated when the coin dips into a light. Remarkably free of distract¬ 
ing abrasions in the context of the MS-60 grade level, with a very pleasing 
appearance.

3636 1854 AU-55 (NGC). This pleasingly original Three is blanketed in 
blended khaki-gold and rose-gold colors. Partially lustrous and boldly 
defined despite light wear, there are also no singularly conspicuous abra¬ 
sions to inhibit the eye appeal.

3642 1860 Proof-65 Cameo (NGC). When it comes to proof U.S. gold coins from the early 1860s, rarity is the order of the day. The proof 1860 Three-Dollar 
gold piece is no exception, and the issue is much more elusive than an original mintage of 119 pieces might imply. In fact, the issue is so rare in todays market 
that some numismatists have questioned the validity of the reported mintage figure. We believe that this total is correct, however, as the Mint produced record 
numbers of proof coins of most denomination in I860 in anticipation of heightened collector sales. Demand proved to be very limited, particularly for the 
gold pieces, and the vast majority of proof 1860 Threes were consigned to the melting pot. Today, only 10-12 distinct examples are believed to have survived 
(this total per Q. 1 )avid Bowers and Doug Winter in the 2005 book The United Suites $3 Gold Pieces: 1854-1889). 

Sharply struck with deeply set, honey-gold color, both sides do brighten to more of a yellow-gold sheen when the surfaces dip into a light. There is decided 
contrast between satiny devices and mirror-finish fields. Distracting blemishes are not seen, however, although pedigree concerns do compel us to mention 
an extremely tiny strikethrough (as made) in the obverse field after the final A in AMERICA. A lovely coin in all regards, and a very rare piece that would 
serve as a highlight in any numismatic holding.

3643 1861 MS-62 (PCGS). Unlike most low-mintage issues from the later 
years of the Three-Dollar gold series, the 1861 was not saved in signifi¬ 
cant numbers. In fact, we believe that little hoarding of this issue took 
place ar any time in history, the majority of the 5,959 pieces struck being 
losr to circulation, exportation or melting. Today, no more than 280 
coins are believed extant in all grades (per Bowers and Winter, 2005), just 
35-50 pieces of which are Mint State. 

A very appealing BU example, both sides of this piece exhibit blended 
orange-gold and olive-khaki color. Otherwise satiny in sheen, direct an¬ 
gles call forth the faintest trace of semi-reflectivity in the fields. With a 
sharply executed strike and only small, wispy abrasions scattered about, 
the eye appeal that this coin possesses seems strong enough to support a 
Choice Mint State grade.

3644 1866 AU-53 (PCGS). The end of the Civil War did not immediately 
result in the return of gold coins to widespread circulation in the Eastern 
states, a fact reflected in limited mintages for most P-mint issues from the 
late 1860s and 1870s. The 1866 Three is no exception, and just 4,000 
business were produced. One of only 125-180 circulated examples be¬ 
lieved extant, this AU representative is still partially lustrous with ample 
evidence of a prooflike finish glistening in the fields. Rich honev-orange 
color blankets both sides, the surfaces of which are remarkably free of 
sizeable abrasions for having seen light commercial use. Sharply struck, 
and important for inclusion in an advanced holding of 19th century gold 
coinage.

Orange-gold sur¬ 
faces are glossy in texture with scattered hairlines that also betray mishan¬ 
dling.

The 1868 is a low-mintage (4,850 busi¬ 
ness strikes) Three-Dollar gold piece that is seldom encountered at any 
level of preservation.

We must not forget, however, that the type 
as a whole is among the scarcer in the U.S. gold-coin family and that 
Gems of even the more common issues are very rare from a market 
availability standpoint. 

A beautiful example, this 1874 Three is bursting with frosty mint 
luster. Warm, even, orange-gold color blankets both sides, the surfaces 
of which are exceptionally smooth for a 19th century gold coin of 
any type. Otherwise sharply struck, with some trivial lack of detail 
over the lower-right reverse wreath that is quite common for business 
strike coins from this series. Lovely!

With Rill vibrant mint luster and no significant abrasions, this beautiftil near-Gem ranks among the finest 1883 Three-Dollar gold pieces that this cataloger 
can ever remember handling. A bold-to-sharp strike is also a praiseworthy attribute, as is richly original color in rose-gold and orange-gold hues Otherwise 
softly frosted in texture, the surfaces reveal the faintest suggestions of semi-reflectivity in the fields when the coin dips into a light. Housed in an older PCGS 
holder with a greenish-yellow insert, this solidly graded near-Gem would serve as a highlight in the finest collection of 19th century gold.

3650 1804 BD-7, HBCC-308 3, Miller-59. Rarity-4. Small 8/Large 8. MS-64 (NGC). A visually dramatic and easily identifiable obverse, this die was mated 
with three different reverses to strike a percentage of 1804 Capped Bust Right Half Eagles. BD-7 is the most frequently encountered of these three die pairs, 
but even it is rare in an absolute sense with just 100-150 coins believed extant. 

While we cannot deny the popularity of the Small 8/Large 8 iiuide Book variety or the significance of the BD-7 die pair, the real importance of this coin 
is as a high-grade type candidate. All pre-1834 U S. gold types are rare, and even a relatively obtainable series like the Capped Bust R.ght, Large Eagle Five 
is very challenging to locate in the finer Mint State grades. Truly a lovely coin, both sides radiate vibrant, satiny luster from mosdy yellow-gold surfaces. Indirect 
angles do reveal some deeper green-gold undertones, but not even close inspection calls forth a singularly mentionable abrasion. Sharply struck throughout, 
with a few light adjustment marks over the reverse shield that are as made. Condition Census for both the type and the die marriage, this lovely near-Gem 
would serve as a highlight of any numismatic holding.

There are hardly any 
abrasions of note, but the surfaces do reveal scattered hairlines and a 
glossy texture from a cleaning.

This is a pleas¬ 
ing Choice AU survivor that retains plenty of sharp striking detail and 
softly frosted luster to both sides. Light wear is noted, and scattered abra¬ 
sions are also mosdy commensurate with the assigned grade. A few mod¬ 
erate grazes over and around the top of Liberty’s portrait, however, are still 
worthy of mention. Mounted in an older PCGS holder with a light- 
green insert.

2. AU-53 (NGC). Another AU representative of the 1807 BD-8 Half 
Eagle, this NGC-certified survivor is a richly original coin with mostly 
orange-gold color to both sides. Some green-gold undertones are also in¬ 
termingled here and there, particularly on the reverse. With ample bold¬ 
ness of detail, partial mint luster and no individually mentionable 
abrasions, this piece comes highly recommended for circulated gold type 
purposes. The NGC holder is an older variant with a thick border and 
large hologram.

3654 1813 BD-2, HBCC-3126, Miller-120. Rarity-4. MS-64 
(PCGS). Struck from 1813-1834 in two significant types, the 
Capped Head Left Half Eagle is one of the most challenging coins to 
collect in all of U.S. numismatics. The majority of coins of ^//issues 
in this series were melted during the run-up in gold prices on the 
world market of the late 1820s and early 1830s, many examples 
shortly after leaving the Mint. Attrition was so severe for this type 
that many individually issues and varieties have fewer than 10 pieces 
known, examples being the famous 1822, 1825/4 and 1828/7. 

As a first-year issue, the 1813 is one of the few coins of this type 
that was saved in significant numbers. Indeed, it is the only Capped 
Head Left Five that is seen with any degree or frequency in todays 
market—a fact that confirms the issues importance for gold type pur¬ 
poses. In an absolute sense, however, any 1813 Half Ea gle is still a 
very rare coin, particularly when offered in the finer Mint State grades. 

A very appealing near-Gem, this satiny example is bathed in well- 
blended shades of green-gold and orange-gold. Sharp striking detail 
is easily appreciated, there being no abrasions to distract the eye. Both 
sides are actually quite smooth, so much so that this coin would prob¬ 
ably have secured a full Gem grade were the luster just a bit more vi¬ 
brant. An important and attractive piece, this 1813 Half Eagle would 
serve with distinction in any high-quality set.

Plenty of satiny mint luster 
remains, and light wear has also not resulted in significant loss of detail. 
An overall bold-looking example with a minimum number of wispy 
abrasions.

An important offering for the 
BU type collector, this first-year Classic Five is well struck with rich, 
deeply set, green-gold color. The reverse is a bit fuller in detail than the 
obverse, but even the central highpoints on the latter side are free of sig¬ 
nificant lack of detail. Wispy abrasions are small in size yet quite numer¬ 
ous, but the surfaces still readily reveal a bright, semi-prooflike finish at 
all angles. 

3657 1834 Classic. Plain 4. AU Details—Improperly Cleaned (NCS). 
Warm green-gold color and bold-to-sharp detail enhance the eye appeal 
of this first-year type candidate from the Classic Half Eagle scries. A few 
wispy reverse pinscratches are noted, as is a gloss)', hairlined texture that 
points to a cleaning. 



3658 1834 Classic. Crosslet 4. VF Details—Improperly Cleaned 
(NCS). rhe first yeai 1834 Classic Half Eagle was produced using two 
markedly different date logotypes. The Crosslet 4 variety is by far the 
rarer of the two, and it is a key-date coin in this short-lived 19th century 
gold series. This really is a pleasing example despite the stated impair¬ 
ment. Both sides exhibit warm orange-khaki color that is a bit deeper on 
the obverse. That side of the coin, in fact, is not all that far from original 
in appearance. Moderate wear is noted, but it is largely confined to the 
obverse highpoints, leaving the reverse eagle quite sharply detailed in the 
context of the VF grade level. Scattered abrasions are mostly small in 
size, and a slightly glossy texture is largely confined to the reverse. Worthy 
of a strong bid despite light mishandling, this coin would certainly fit 
nicely into most collections.

Otherwise green-gold surfaces warm to more of 
an orange-gold shade when the coin dips into a light. Pleasingly bold in 
strike, this despite the presence of overall light wear. Scattered abrasions 
are mostly commensurate with the grade, but we do note a shallow ob¬ 
verse grazes over and before the point of Liberty’s bust.

Classic Half Eagle 

Very Rare Near-Mint Preservation 


3663 1838-C Winter 1-B. AU-58 (NGC). The 1838-C is unique as a 
Charlotte Mint issue in the Classic Half Eagle series—a fact that readily 
explains the significance of survivors in today’s market. Examples are 
typically offered well worn, but even VE and EF coins represent an im¬ 
portant find when they appear at auction. AUs are rare, particularly 
when they are Choice and bumping up against the Mint State thresh¬ 
old. 

This is one of the more attractive near-Mint 1838-C Half Eagles 
that this cataloger has handled in recent sales. The dominant color is a 
rich, deeply set shade of olive-gold, but the surfaces do brighten to more 
of a yellow-gold appearance when the coin dips into a light. The devices 
retain sharp definition from an obviously well-executed strike, and even 
light highpoint rub does not interfere with appreciation of the design. 
A semi-prooflike finish is indicative of die polishing on the part of Mint 
employees, and we also note that some of the finer elements of the design 
have been lost to overzealous lapping of the dies (for example: the eagles 
right leg feathers and the olive branch on the reverse). Scattered abrasions 
are mosdy small in size, and all are commensurate with the grade. 

Of the two die pairs that have been confirmed for this issue, Winter 
1-B is the rarer in numismatic circles. It is easily attributable, at least for 
the present coin, by a bisecting reverse die crack (as struck). 

NGC Census: only 7; with a mere four finer. The corresponding PCGS Population is just 3/1.

Olive-orange color is relatively 
attractive, but the surfaces are noticeably glossy in texture from mishan¬ 
dling.

Here’s an appealing near-Mint 
survivor, the surfaces minimally worn with much of the luster still in ev¬ 
idence. The color is a pleasing medium-orange shade, and only a few of 
the central highpoints display less-than-sharp definition. Scattered abra¬ 
sions are commensurate with the grade, and none are worthy of individ¬ 
ual concern.

3667 1842-C Winter 5-C. Large Date. MS-60 (NGC). Strictly Mint 
State, both sides possess a satiny texture to uncommonly sharp-looking 
devices. Even the central highpoints (read: the haircurls over Liberrys 
brow and the eagles neck feathers) are boldly impressed—an attribute 
that is in stark contrast to that of the plate coin on page 152 of the book 
Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861 by Douglas Winter. I he 
color is predominantly a warm, even, orange-gold shade. Even so, indi¬ 
rect angles do reveal more deeply set green-gold undertones that are per¬ 
haps a bit easier to appreciate on the reverse. While numerous wispy 
abrasions are scattered about, the outward appearance of this coin is rel¬ 
atively smooth for a C-mint Half Eagle at the MS-60 grade level. A few 
blushes of deeper color are noted, particularly at the upper-obverse border 
and on the reverse at the letter F in HALF. 

The 1842-C Large Date was produced to the extent of just 23,589 
pieces. While the variety is not as rare as the 1842-C Small Date, it is still 
elusive in all grades. Mint State examples probably number only 10-15 
coins.

3668 1847 MS-64 (NGC). Shimmering, frosty surfaces possess full mint 
luster to sharply impressed features. The dominant color is a warm shade 
of orange-gold, but more deeply set green-gold undertones do become 
visible at more indirect angles. Wispy abrasions are uncommonly few in 
number for a No Motto Liberty Half Eagle, and none are worthy of in 
dividual attention. The 1847 (915,981 pieces produced) is the most 
common Five-Dollar gold piece from the 1840s, but it is still condition¬ 
ally rare in the finer Mint State grades.

PCGS# 8231. 


3669 1847 MS-62 (PCGS). As one of the more frequently encountered No 
Motto Half Eagles from the 1840s, the 1847 has long been popular for 
type purposes. At the MS-62 grade level, nonetheless, the present exam¬ 
ple is still quite scarce from a condition standpoint. Light orange-gold 
color greets the viewer on both sides, as does vibrant satin luster. With 
the exception of the eagles neck and the haircurls above Liberty’s brow, 
all devices are boldly impressed from the dies. Additionally, there are no 
sizeable abrasions to limit the eye appeal.

3670 1847-C Winter 9-E. AU-53 (NGC). Otherwise green-gold surfaces 
warm to a medium-gold shade when the coin dips into a light. This piece 
has a smooth, satiny sheen that is uncommonly distraction free for a C- 
mint Half Eagle that saw light circulation. The strike is also a praisewor¬ 
thy attribute, the devices retaining plenty of sharp definition despite the 
presence of light highpoint rub.

3671 1847-C Winter 9-E. AU-50 (NGC). Dominant honev-gold color is 
accented with light, motded, copper-rose overtones. This piece is suitably 
bold in detail for having seen 10 points of circulation and the surfaces, 
while a bit scuffy, are largely free of individually conspicuous abrasions. 
Another suitable AU type candidate from the challenging C-mint Liberty 
Half Eagle series.

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3672 1847-D Winter 16-M. AU-53 (NGC). Bright, semi-reflective ten¬ 
dencies are readily appreciable despite the presence of light wear and scat¬ 
tered abrasions. The surfaces are overall boldly defined with pleasing 
color that alternates between green-gold and yellow-gold shades depend¬ 
ing upon the angle of light incidence. The 1847-D (64,405 pieces pro¬ 
duced) is one of the more readily obtainable Dahlonega Mint Half 
Eagles, but it is still rarer in an absolute sense than the 1843-D, 1845- 
D, 1852-D, 1853-D and 1854-D, as well as the 1838-D Classic.

3673 1849-C Winter 12-F. Die State II. MS-61 (PCGS). For the grade, 
it is difficult for us to imagine a more attractive representative of the 
1849-C Half Eagle. This piece is minimally abraded with no sizeable or 
otherwise individually distracting handling marks. The color is a rich 
shade of olive-gold that, at direct angles, reveals equally pleasing orange- 
gold highlights intermingled throughout. There are also mottled cop¬ 
per-red peripheral highlights, particularly on the reverse in the date area. 
Well struck with a pleasing, satiny sheen, this coin comes highly recom¬ 
mended for inclusion in a Mint Stat type set of branch mint coinage. 

The 1849-C (64,823 pieces produced) is one of the more frequendy 
encountered Charlotte Mint Half Eagles. It is not, however, the most 
common issue in this Southern gold series. In an absolute sense, the 
1849-C is rarer than the 1847-C, while in high grades it is more challeng¬ 
ing to locate than the 1853-C and 1858-C.

3674 1850-D Winter 23-0. AU-50 Details—Damaged (ANACS). This 
is a relatively pleasing coin with warm, honey-gold color and splashes of 
very pale, coppery tinting in and around the centers. Both sides are well 
defined for a Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle that saw about 10 points of cir¬ 
culation, and there are no areas of bothersome lack of detail. The ANACS 
holder prevents us from examining the rim to see if it is damaged, but we 
do note scattered hairlines to the surfaces as well as a thin scrape in the 
right-obverse field. With just 110-120 coins believed extant in all grades, 
the 1850-D is the third-rarest of 26 Dahlonega Mint issues in the Half 
Eagle series.

3675 1851 MS-61 (NGC). A BU example from the No Motto Liberty Half 
Eagle series, this 1851 is bold-to-sharp in strike with even medium-gold 
color to both sides. A bit of delicate pale-rose tinting is perhaps present 
on the obverse, but if it is it is not readily evident at all angles. Satiny in 
sheen, with uncommonly smooth features by the standards of the as¬ 
signed grade.

Ample mint luster remains on both sides despite 
the presence of light wear and scattered abrasions. This coin also retains 
overall bold definition to the devices, and the color is a pleasing shade of 
rose-gold. A few short grazes at star 12 on the obverse are noted for the 
sake of accuracy.

3677 1852-C Winter 19-H. EF-45 (PCGS). Deeply set, green-gold under¬ 
tones warm to more of an orange-gold cast when the surfaces dip into a 
light. Isolated areas of striking incompleteness are noted, particularly on 
the reverse over the eagle’s head and neck, but there is little more than 
light wear to report. Of course, a smattering of mostly small-size abra¬ 
sions is also commensurate with a C-mint Half Eagle that saw 15 points 
of circulation. The 1852-C is one of the more plentiful Liberty Fives 
from this Southern coinage facility, but it is still rarer than the 1849-C, 
1847-C, 1853-C and 1858-C.

(NCS). Overall sharp definition and a lack of individually distracting 
abrasions are noteworthy attributes that enhance the eye appeal. Olive- 
orange color is also fairly pleasing, but a glossy texture to the surfaces 
does limit both the technical quality and eye appeal. One of the rarer 
New Orleans Mint Half Eagles, the 1856-0 is equally as elusive as the 
1855-0 and 1857-0.

Mounted in a gold-label PCGS holder, this 
otherwise medium-orange example is splashed with rich orange-copper 
highlights.

An appealing Choice AU survivor of 
an issue that is typically offered well worn and/or with extensive impair¬ 
ments.

3680 1857 AG-55 (PCGS). Lightly circulated, yet still predominantly lus¬ 
trous, this rose-gold example is also possessed of pleasingly sharp striking 
detail. None of the scattered abrasions are worthy of singular concern.

3683 1872 Proof-55 (NGC). Due to the extreme rarity of the 1872 Half 
Eagle in proof format, this lot is sure to see spirited bidding even though 
the coin has acquired light wear to the highpoints. This piece was prob¬ 
ably placed into circulation for a brief period of time, as further evidenced 
by numerous wispy and small-size contact marks that pepper both sides. 
The devices retain overall sharp definition, nonetheless, and direct angles 
also readily reveal remnants of a bright, mirrored finish in the fields. 
Handsome reddish-gold color blankets both sides, a bit of haziness in 
the fields also attesting to this coin's originality. Only 30 proof Half Eagles 
were struck in 1872, and survivors are thought to number just 12-15 
pieces in all grades.

Finer than the typically offered VF or EF survivor, this piece is 
solidly in the AU category Minimal wear is confined to the highpoints. 
the devices presenting as sharply defined in all areas. Otherwise green 
gold in color, there are more vivid reddish-gold overtones that are most 
attractive when the coin dips into a light. There are no significant abra¬ 
sions—an uncommon attribute for a lightly circulated gold piece from 
this Southern coinage facility. 



3682 1871-CC Winter 1-A. EF-45 (PCGS). As the most frequently en¬ 
countered CC-mint Half Eagle of the 1870-1873 era, the 1871-CC is a 
strong candidate for inclusion in an early-date type set of mintmarked 
gold. In an absolute sense, of course, this is still a rare issue, with Winter 
and Halperin (2001) accounting for just 140-150 survivors in all grades. 
Overall lightly worn, this piece still possesses bold-to-sharp definition to 
most elements of the design. Softness of strike is insignificant for a CC- 
mint Five, and it is largely confined to the reverse over the eagle’s head 
and neck. Pale honey-gold color blankets surfaces that are not overly 
abraded in the context of the assigned grade. In terms of total number 
of coins known, the 1871-CC is rarer than the 1879-CC, 1880- 
CC.1882-CC and the four CC-mint Half Eagles from the 1890s.

3684 1874-CC Winter 2-B. AU-58 (PCGS). A low-mintage, heavily 
circulated issue, the 1874-CC is an important find at all levels of 
preservation. We are pleased to be offering this problem-free, near- 
Mint survivor for the consideration of Carson City Mint gold special¬ 
ists. It is a lovely coin with warm orange-gold color to the obverse 
and a slightly lighter, rose-gold reverse. Both sides are equally bold in 
strike with only minimal nib to the highest elements of the design. 
Ample luster remains, and it is most vibrant around the obverse pe¬ 
riphery as well as throughout the reverse. There are no particularly 
worrisome abrasions—an uncommon attribute for a CC-mint gold 
coin of any denomination that saw actual commercial use. 

The 1874-CC is the most readily obtainable Carson City Mint 
Half Eagle struck prior to 1879, but it is still one of the rarer issues 
in this popular mintmarked gold series. In fact, the 1874-CC is rarer 
than all of the CC-mint Half Eagles struck from 1879 through 1893 
with the soie exception of the 1881 -CC. The typical ‘74-CC encoun¬ 
tered in numismatic circles is a well-worn VF or EF—a feet that 
speaks volumes about the importance ot this problem-free and at¬ 
tractive AU-58.

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3685 1876-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. MS-61 (NGC). At just 6,887 pieces produced, the 1876-CC boasts the lowest mintage in the entire Carson 
City Mint Half Eagle series. Perhaps surprisingly, this is not the rarest CC-mint Five-Dollar gold coin. On the other hand, Doug Winter and Jim Halperin 
(2001) account for just 80-90 survivors at all levels of preservation—a paltry total by any standard that confirms the 1876-CC as an extremely rare coin in 
an absolute sense. 

Far finer than the typically offered VF or EF survivor, this important Mint State representative is solidly in the Condition Census. A lovely example, 
both sides are bathed in bright yellow-gold color and scintillating, satiny mint luster. Sharp striking detail touches even the highest elements of the design. 
There is some light scuffiness in the fields, but it is minimal in the context of the assigned grade, and there are no sizeable abrasions to report. With superior 
technical quality and eye appeal for an example of this challenging Carson City Mint issue, it should come as no surprise to read that this coin ranks as the 
second-finest 1876-CC Half Eagles known. 

In the 2001 book Gold Coins of the Carson City Mint , Doug Winter and Jim Halperin list only one Mint State 1876-CC Half Eagle. The authors state 
that that coin has been certified both MS-64 and MS-65 by NGC. Both entries are still listed on the NGC Census, and a new listing for an MS-66 on the 
PCGS Population Report also seems to refer to that coin. The only other Uncirculated example known to these two services is the NGC MS-61 that we are 
offering here.

3686 1878-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. VF-35 (NGC). A very interesting example of this important CC-mint Half Eagle issue, this coin was struck 
with medallic alignment of the dies. The devices exhibit characteristic wear for the grade, but the obverse portrait and star remain quite sharp. The reverse eagle 
is a bit softer, but not distractingly so, and neither side has acquired any significant abrasions for a gold coin that saw this extensive circulation. Pretty rose-gold 
color evenly blankets both sides. With just 60-70 coins believed extant in all grades (per Doug Winter and Jim Halperin, 2001), the 1878-CC is the rarest Carson 
City Mint Half Eagle after only the 1870-CC and 1873-CC.

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3687 1879-CC “Winter 2-B.” AU-58 (PCGS). With just 200-230 coins 
believed extant from an original mintage of 17,281 pieces (per Winter 
and Haipcrin, 2001), the 1879-CC is an obviously rare Half Eagle in all 
grades. The typical example grades only VF or EH, although diligent 
searching will usually procure an AU-50 or, perhaps, an AU-53. Begin¬ 
ning at the AU-53 grade level, however, the 1879-CC becomes particu¬ 
larly challenging to locate. Mint State survivors number no more than 
four or five coins—a fact that confirms the importance of this lovely AU- 
58 among advanced CC-mint gold collectors. 

Both sides exhibit pleasing medium-orange color to satiny surfaces. 
Much of the original mint finish remains, and it includes very modest 
hints of semi-reflectivity in the fields that are best appreciated at direct 
light angles. Sharply defined and free of singularly distracting abrasions, 
this coin would make a lovely addition to any specialized collection. 

The die pair from which this piece was struck in unlisted in the 2001 
book Gold Coins of the Carson City Mint by Douglas Winter and Jim 
Halperin. The obverse is Winter 2 with a diagnostic die scratch through 
the right base of the letter E in LIBERTY. The reverse, however, is Winter 
A from the J878-CC delivery—its use in the production of some 1879- 
CC Half Eagles apparently being unknown to the authors at the time of 
publication. We have tentatively attributed this new die pairing as “Winter 
2-B.”

3689 1881 MS-62 (NGC). Well struck and original, with warm rose-gold 
color to both sides. This is a lustrous BU example of the Motto Liberty 
Half Eagle design. 


3690 1882-S MS-63 (PCGS). This pretty, rose-gold example reveals shim 
mering semi-reflectivity in the fields when the surfaces dip into a light. 
Sharply struck and original, with stronger eye appeal than one might ex¬ 
pect to see in an S-mint Liberty Half Eagle at the MS-63 grade level.

3691 1885 Proof-55 (NGC). This slightly impaired specimen is an impor¬ 
tant survivor from an original proof mintage of just 66 pieces for the 
1885 Half Eagle. Fully original, both sides exhibit dominant reddish- 
khaki color with vivid iridescent-copper highlights at the rims. Sharp 
definition and mirror-finish fields are still readily appreciable despite a 
generous number of contact marks that provide a somewhat scuffy ap¬ 
pearance. 

As with a decent number of proof Half Eagles extant from the 1870s 
and 1880s, this coin spent a short time in circulation—probably because 
the original owner could no longer afford to keep a Five-Dollar gold coin 
as part of their numismatic holdings. This almost certainly happened in 
the late 19th or early 20th centuries, when a coin with this face value 
had considerable purchasing power.

Nothing could be farther from the truth, however, and this issue is actually very scarce-to-rare in all grades. Only 7,520 pieces were struck for circulation, 
and most survivors are worn to one degree or another. Even a heavily abraded BU with limited eye appeal is a rare find in todays market, while the issue is 
all but unobtainable at and above the Gem grade level. 

Far and away the finest-known 1889 Half Eagle, this coin is both fully Superb and fully original. Both sides are bathed in satiny mint luster and dominant 
rose-gold color. The centers are a bit hazy in appearance, but they yield to even moteLvibrant orange-gold highlights at the denticles. Silky smooth in sheen, 
with a razor-sharp strike, this refreshingly original gold piece belongs in the finest numismatic holding. Beautiful!

A BU representative of this conditionally 
challenging S-mint Half Eagle, both sides are sharply struck with no sig¬ 
nificant abrasions. Subdued luster seems to explain the MS-61 grade, 
but warm honey-rose color does enhance the eye appeal.

3728 1795 BD-2, HBCC-3170, Taraszka-2. Rarity-4+. 13 Leaves. AU 
Details—Reverse Repaired, Improperly Cleaned (NCS). Although 
rarer than the BD-1 die marriage, BD-2 is still one of the more readily 
obtainable varieties of the first-year 1795 Eagle. With suitably bold defi¬ 
nition and relatively pleasing, orange-gold color, this coin should be of 
obvious importance for budget-minded type purposes. There are no 
sizeable or individually mentionable abrasions, and the only noteworthy 
softness of strike (and it is minor for the type, at that), is confined to the 
highpoints of the reverse eagle and the curls in the center of Liberty’s 
portrait. There are significant impairments, of course, and we note that 
the reverse field has been tooled and that both sides have a dull, muted 
sheen from a cleaning.

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3729 1796 BD-1, HBCC-3174, Taraszka-6, the only known dies. Rarity-4. AU-58 (NGC). The 1796 is only the second 
Ten-Dollar Eagle struck in the United States Mint. Federal records indicate that 4,146 examples of this denomination were 
produced during that year. The early Mint’s penchant for using dies until they broke irretrievably makes it impossible for us 
to determine if all of those coins were actually dated 1796. Given the fact that the 1796 is much rarer than the first-year 1795, 
it seems likely that many of the Eagles struck during 1796 actually bore the earlier date. In keeping with this assumption, John 
W. Dannreuthers Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1804 (2006) provides an approximate mintage 
of3,500-4,146 coins for the 1796. The author further asserts that just 125-175 examples have survived in all grades—a total 
that also includes impaired pieces. 

Problem free in all regards, and very attractive despite having seen light circulation, this near-Mint survivor would make 
an important addition to an advanced gold type set. Both sides exhibit rich green-gold color that warms to a medium- 
intensity, yellow-gold shade when the coin dips into a light. The strike is both well centered and sharply executed, the devices 
presenting as overall bold despite the presence of light highpoint rub. Scattered abrasions have resulted in a somewhat scuffy 
appearance, although we stress that this characteristic is fully commensurate with the grade for a large, early-date gold coin 
struck in the United States Mint. Direct angles reveal ample evidence of a prooflike finish that further enhances the desirability 
of this impressive gold rarity.

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3730 1799 BD-7, HBCC-3188, Taraszka-19. Rarity-3. Small Stars Obverse. MS-63 (PCGS).This lovely example possesses deeply set, 
green-gold undertones to otherwise medium yellow-gold surfaces. Satiny mint luster is both full and vibrant, and the devices are sharply struck 
from the dies. While scattered abrasions are noted, as befits the assigned grade, most are small in size and none are worthy of singular 
attention. All-in-all, this is an extremely attractive Choice representative of the second major type in the U.S. Ten-Dollar gold series. 

BD-7 is the most frequently encountered die marriage of the 1799 Small Stars Obverse Eagle, and a few hundred coins are believed to 
have survived in all grades. The typical survivor is worn and/or impaired, however, and the example in this lot is nothing short of rare from 
a condition standpoint.

The strike is suitably bold by the standards of the type and, while not 100% complete, it does not include any areas of bothersome lack of detail. 

BD-8 is one of the scarcer die marriages of the 1799 Capped Bust Right Eagle. With only 45-55 pieces believed extant in all grades, this variety is much 
rarer than the 1799 BD-7 Small Stars Obverse and the 1799 BD-10 Large Stars Obverse.

It is roughly comparable 
in rarity to the 1795 BD-1 of the Small Eagle reverse type, as well as the 1799 BD-7 Small Stars Obverse. 

A nice representative of the Large Eagle type, this BU example exhibits dominant olive-gold color with warmer, orange-gold highlights intermingled 
throughout. A satiny mint finish includes modest semi-reflective tendencies, the features being best observed when the coin dips into a light. Sharply struck, 
both at the rims and over the central highpoints, there are no large or otherwise individually distracting abrasions to inhibit the eye appeal.

A couple of the obverse stars are blundy impressed, but the overall strike is quite sharp by 
the standards of the early United States Mint. Attractive in all regards, and definitely worthy of a strong bid.

Bright, green-gold surfaces warm to a yellow-gold sheen when the surfaces dip 
into a light. Both sides are decidedly semi-prooflike in finish, the fields in particular radiating appreciable reflective tendencies. The strike is a bit blunt at 
the eagles wingtips on the reverse and, especially, over stars 9-13 on the obverse. Most other design elements are boldly detailed, however, and we stress that 
isolated striking incompleteness such as that evidenced by this coin is anything but uncommon for an early U.S. gold coin. None of the grade-defining abra¬ 
sions are either large or individually distracting.

(NGC). Predominandy olive khaki in color, both sides do reveal inter 
mingled copper-gold iridescence in the more protected areas around the 
peripheral devices. Wear is expectably minimal for the assigned grade, 
and the devices present as overall bold, if not sharp in detail. The surfaces 
are quite heavily abraded, particularly in and around the center of the ob¬ 
verse, but even features such as this are not out of place on an early Eagle 
that saw actual commercial use. As one of the most readily obtainable die 
marriages in the Capped Bust Right, Large Eagle Ten-Dollar gold series 
of 1797-1804, the 1802 BD-2 enjoys a strong following among type 
collectors and specialists alike.

Only 1,620 business strikes were produced, and even 
the National Numismatic Collection in the Smithsonian Institution 
does not include an example of this delivery. Plucked from circulation 
after a relatively short period of time, the coin that we are offering here 
retains considerable portions of an original, fully prooflike finish. This 
luster type is quite common for low-mintage issues of most denomina¬ 
tions. The color is mosdy rose-gold in shade, but indirect angles also re¬ 
veal deeply set, honey-gold undertones to both sides. Overall sharply 
struck, with the expected concentration of small and moderate-size abra¬ 
sions for a prooflike gold coin that saw actual, however light commercial 
use.

Circulation took on a heavy toll on this issue, and 
Doug Winter and Jim Halperin (2001) account for just 60-70 survivors 
in all grades. There are no Mint State coins known to exist—a fact that 
further enhances the importance of this lighdy worn AU. 

There is some deeply set olive-gold color on both sides, and it back¬ 
lights otherwise dominant medium-orange patina. A very nice piece 
for the grade, the surfaces have escaped circulation without acquiring 
an excessive number of abrasions. Additionally, none of the distractions 
that are present are worthy of individual mention. Still boldly defined 
despite light highpoint rub, this coin comes highly recommended for 
inclusion in a specialized collection of CC-mint gold.

3746 1874-CC Winter 1 -A, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). CAC. All but unobtainable in Mint State, the 1874-CC is also a very rare Liberty Eagle 
in the higher reaches of AU. This is a solidly graded example with considerable mint luster remaining to both sides. The overall texture is softy frosted, and 
the original mint finish is perhaps most vibrant in the protected areas around the peripheral devices. All areas are equally bold in detail and the all-important 
CC mintmark, while characteristically soft for an example of this issue, is still easily discernible at all angles. Lovely honey-gold and orange-gold colors are 
well blended over surfaces that possess no more than the expected number of scattered abrasions for the assigned grade. 

Production of Eagles at the Carson City Mint amounted to just 16,767 coins in 1874. No more than 150-175 pieces are believed extant, and the issue 
now ranks as the 12th rarest of the 19 CC-mint Eagles in terms of total number of examples known. The 1874-CC is even more favorably regarded in high 
grades (AU and Mint State), where it ranks 10th on the same list.

3747 1876-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-50 (NGC). Re¬ 
ally a pretty example, this coin presents remarkably well for a CC-mint 
Eagle that saw 10 points of circulation. True, both sides are overall 
lightly worn with noticeable abrasions to the surfaces. On the other 
hand, the devices remain relatively bold by the standards of this some¬ 
what softly impressed issue. Additionally, there are few sizeable abra¬ 
sions, and even those are not really worthy of individual attention. 
Already impressive eye appeal is further enhanced by an exceptionally 
original appearance in blended honey-gold patina and brighter, red¬ 
dish-copper iridescence. 

A very rare coin in all grades, the 1876-CC has an extant popula¬ 
tion of just 70-80 pieces from an original mintage of just 4,696 pieces

Warm rose-gold color is also an attractive feature, and a generous number 
of light-to-moderate abrasions is not an uncommon attribute for a CC- 
mint gold coin that saw this extensive circulation. The central obverse 
highpoint is a bit blundy defined—a characteristic that we attribute more 
to inadequacies with the strike than to wear. In terms of total number of 
coins known, the 1876-CC is the eighth rarest of the 19 Carson City 
Mint issues in the Liberty Eagle series.

3758 1883-CC Winter 1-C. AU-55 (NGC).The 1883-CC may be the most 
frequently encountered Carson City Mint Eagle front the 1880s after the 
1880-CC and 1881 -CC, but it still a highly elusive coin when viewed in the 
wider context of the numismatic market. A mere 150-175 coins are believed 
extant from an original mintage of 12,000 pieces, and most of the survivors 
grade no finer than FF-45. A significant (not to mention attractive) Choice 
AU, the coin that we are offering in this lot possesses warm rose-gold color 
to both sides. There are no sizeable or singularly distracting abrasions, and 
the surfaces are actually remarkably smooth in overall appearance for a CC- 
mint Eagle that saw light circulation.

Sharp-to-full in strike, 
this BU example is just shy of Condition Census for the issue. The 1890-

The present ex¬ 
ample is certainly not without problems, but it is still sharply defined 
with every element of the design fully appreciable. Orange-gold and 
olive-gold colors are well blended over both sides, and they also help to 
enhance the eye appeal. Both sides arc heavily hairlined, and there is cu¬ 
rious charcoal verdigris in the protected areas around the reverse devices. 
A moderate scratch at the upper-right obverse border is also noted.

Here’s a pretty BU example with warm orange-rose 
color and some faint honey-gold undertones intermingled over both 
sides. The strike is suitably bold for the No Mono type, and most of the 
grade-defining abrasions are singularly inconspicuous, A bit of light hazi¬ 
ness is mentioned solely for accuracy.

All-in-all, however, this piece presents quite well, 
and it would fit nicely into a lower-grade Mint State type set of a collector 
that is looking for an alternative to the more common 1926 and 1932 
issues.

It is more challeng¬ 
ing to locate in and above MS-65 than the 1907 No Periods, 1910, 
1910-D, 1911, 1912, 1913, 1914, 1915, 1926 and 1932. Such it is the 
conditionally challenging nature of this issue that it is also rarer in Gem 
Mint State than the 1907 Wire Rim—a coin that is much rarer than the 
1914-D in an absolute sense. 

Beautiful rose-gold color and shimmering, frosty-textured luster en¬ 
velop both sides of this highly attractive piece. There are no abrasions of 
note, and a sharply executed strike is a further boon to the eye appeal. Ac¬ 
cording to David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio (A Handbook of 20th-Century 
United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933, forthcoming revision to the 1988 
edition), there are only 40-50 examples of this issue extant at the MS-65 
grade level.

Most survivors 
top out it the MS-63 level, which means that MS-64 and higher-grade 
examples are of the utmost importance to advanced 20th century gold 
collectors. Solidly in the near-Gem category, this pretty piece exhibits 
warn, rose-gold color to lustrous, softly frosted surfeces. Well struck for 
an S-mint Eagle of this type, and free of sizeable abrasions to limit either 
the technical quality or eye appeal.

The color is also praise¬ 
worthy, being predominantly reddish-gold in color with only faint olive- 
gold undertones discernible at a few angles. Sharply, if not fully struck 
throughout, with no individually mentionable bagmarks.

Conditionally Scarce 1852-0 
Liberty Double Eagle 


3810 1852-0 Winter Variety One. AU-58 (NGC). One of the more chal¬ 
lenging series in all of U.S. numismatics, no Double Eagle struck in the 
New Orleans Mint can rightly be described as common in an absolute 
sense. This even applies to the 1852-0, which vies with the 1851-0 as 
the most frequently encountered O-mint issue of the type. Even so, the 
collector that is willing to accept a VF or EE example for their collection 
should not have too much difficulty with this date given enough time 
and financial resources. At the lower reaches of AU, however, the 1852- 
O is genuinely scarce, while Choice AUs are very scarce. This issue is a 
major rarity in Mint State. 

Rich honey-olive color blankets both sides of this pleasingly original, 
near-Mint survivor. The devices retain sharp striking definition despite 
having seen light circulation, and rub is minimal and confined to the 
highest elements of the design. Still partially lustrous despite the presence 
of scattered abrasions, a shimmering satiny texture is readily appreciable 
as the coin rotates under a light.

3811 1861 (NGC). Although encapsulated by NGC. this coin does not carry 
a grade on the insert. Our grade for this piece is AU-55 Sea Salvaged. 
Both sides are very sharp in detail with only minimal highpoint rub that 
is only readily evident on the obverse. The reverse, in fact, would seem 
to support an Unc Details grade. The color is a relatively pleasing or¬ 
ange-khaki shade, but the texture is finely porous with a hint of granu¬ 
larity that suggests that this piece is among the less well-preserved Double 
Eagles discovered as part of the 5.5. Republic treasure. Still expertly con¬ 
served, however, any build up from salt water deposits that may have 
been present have been carefully removed to allow full appreciation of the 
coin’s surfaces. The result is a No Motto Double Eagle that would fit 
nicely into a budget-minded type set or a collection that focuses on ship¬ 
wreck gold.

3812 1868-S EF-45 (NGC). Warm orange-gold color to both sides, the sur¬ 
faces are also possessed of considerable remnants of original mint luster 
in the context of the assigned grade. Most of the scattered abrasions are 
singularly inconspicuous, and the devices offer suitably bold definition 
that is sure to endear this coin to the circulated gold type collector.

3813 1871 AU-55 (NGC). Much of the original luster remains, as does 
bold-to-sharp striking definition to the devices. These attributes are as 
one should expect for a minimally circulated Double Eagle, but a lack of 
individually mentionable abrasions is a significant plus in the context of 
the assigned grade. Otherwise rose-gold color yields to more deeply set, 
olive-khaki undertones at indirect angles.

3814 1872 AU-58 (NGC). Rich honey-orange color to both sides with a 
few intermingled blushes of softer, rose-gold tinting in and around the 
central obverse. Light highpoint rub and scattered abrasions confirm a 
short stint in circulation, but this piece retains both overall sharp defini¬ 
tion and considerable portions of original mint luster. One of the scarcer 
Type 11 Double Eagles from the Philadelphia Mint, the 1872 is rarer 
than the similar-mintage 1867 in all grades.

3815 1873 Closed 3. MS-61 (NGC). Warm rose-gold color and thick, 
frosty-textured luster blanket both sides of this BU example. The strike 
is uncommonly sharp for a Type II Double Eagle, and there are no more 
than the expected number of mosdy small-size abrasions for the assigned 
grade. The 1873 Closed 3 was included in a delivery of 1.7 million P- 
mint Double Eagles reported for that year. The exact number of examples 
struck, therefore, is not known with certainty, but given the rarity of ex¬ 
amples in todays market it must have comprised only a small percentage 
of the mintage.

As the most readily obtainable issue in the conditionally 
challenging Type II Double Eagle series, the 1873 Open 3 is the preferred 
choice of most gold type collectors.

Rich orange-rose color blankets both 
sides, as does softly frosted mint luster. This coin is well struck for a Type 
II Double Eagle, and there are no more than the expected number of 
small and moderate-size abrasions for the assigned grade. A pleasing BU 
type candidate from the conditionally challenging Motto Double Eagle 
series of 1866-1876.

3818 1873 Open 3. MS-61 (PCGS). Satiny surfaces are not overly abraded 
for a Double Eagle at the MS-61 grade level. The strike is quite sharp, 
and the color is an original blend of tannish-gold and rose-gold shades. 
All-in-all, a nice BU type candidate from this conditionally challenging 
portion of the Liberty Double Eagle series.

Pleasingly sharp in strike, especially for a Type II 
Double Eagle, with no more than the expected number of obverse abra¬ 
sions for the designated grade.

3823 1875-CC Winter 1-A. MS-62 (PCGS). In an absolute sense, the 
1875-CC is one of the more frequently encountered issues in the Carson 
City Mint Double Eagle series. It is not the most common CC-mint 
Twenty, however, as that honor belongs to the 1890-CC. Additionally, 
the 1875-CC—like all Type II Double Eagle issues—is a conditionally 
challenging coin that becomes downright rare above the basal Mint State 
level. 

Minimally abraded, and nearly in the Choice category, this lovely 
piece is just shy of Condition Census. Rich mint frost swirls around both 
sides, the luster thinning to modest hints of semi-reflectivity in the fields. 
The strike is exceptional for the type, with bold obverse definition and 
nothing short of sharp detail throughout the reverse. Otherwise orange- 
gold in sheen, a splash of lighter rose-gold color over the right reverse is 
equally as attractive. Definitely worthy of a strong bid.

3824 1875-S MS-61 (NGC). Pretty orange-gold color and full, softly frosted 
luster enhance the eye appeal of this moderately abraded example. Well 
struck in most areas, this piece would do well in a BU type set of United 
States gold coinage.

3828 1877-S MS-60 (NGC). This first-year Type III Liberty Twenty is 
sharply impressed wirh full, satin-to-softly frosted luster.

3829 1878 Breen-7270. Doubled Die Reverse. MS-61 (ANACS). De¬ 
scribed by Breen (1988) as “very rare,” this variety is attributable by re¬ 
verse doubling to the letters in the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. This is a pleasing BU example of the Type III Double Eagle 
with lovely rose-gold color and full, frosty luster to both sides. A sharp 
strike is also a praiseworthy attribute and, although moderately abraded, 
the surfaces do not reveal any singularly mentionable bagmarks.

3830 1878 MS-60 (NGC). Bright, semi-prooflike luster radiates from or 
ange-rose surfaces. Sharply struck throughout, with a smattering of small 
and moderate-size abrasions to define the grade.

There are, in fact, 
no bothersome abrasions, and both sides present as remarkably smooth 
to the eye. Rose-gold central color assumes more of a medium orange- 
gold cast toward the rims. A sharp strike rounds out this coin’s impressive 
list of positive attributes. There are a couple of trivial alloy spots on the 
reverse, but we stress that these features are anything but detracting to 
the eye appeal.

Typical luster quality for the issue, both 
sides of this BU example exhibit frosty mint bloom with some semi-reflec¬ 
tive granularity in the fields. Sharply struck with warm orange-gold color 
and a smattering of mostly small-size abrasions to help define the grade. 



3847 1884-S MS-62 (PCGS). Sharply struck with pretty medium-orange 
color, this coin would fit nicely into any BU set. Both sides are free of 
sizeable and/or otherwise individually distracting abrasions, and a sharp 
strike further enhances the eye appeal.

It is also not one of the most common, falling roughly in the mid¬ 
dle of the rarity rankings for this popular mintmarked series. Regardless, 
the collector seeking an EF or AU representative should have little trouble 
pursuing this issue in the numismatic market of the 21st century. The 
same cannot be said for Mint State coins, however, all of which are scarce- 
to-rare regardless of their proximity to the basal MS-60 level. 

Knocking on the door of Condition Census, this BU example has 
just a few too many obverse abrasions to qualify as Choice. None of the 
scattered bagmarks are singularly detracting, but we do note a couple of 
small carbon spots on the obverse (including one on Liberty’s cheek).

After only the 1902, the 1905 is the rarest 
Liberty Double Eagle struck during the early years of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. This fact should come as no surprise to readers who recall that 
the 1905 is a low-mintage issue with just 58,919 business strikes pro¬ 
duced. The 1905 is unknown in Gem BU, which means that the 
handful of MS-64s known to PCGS and NGC constitute the Con¬ 
dition Census for this rare and challenging issue. 

This coin is in highly select company for a 1905 Double Eagle at 
the near-Gem grade level. Indeed, both sides are exceptionally well 
preserved with a silky-smooth appearance to both sides. So well pre¬ 
served are the surfaces, in fact, that this coir: appears to be worthy of 
an MS-65 grade were it not for a very shallow graze in the right-ob¬ 
verse field. Otherwise distraction free (!), with billowy mint frost and 
dominant medium-orange color. A few well-scattered alloy spots on 
the reverse are not overly detracting, and the eye appeal is among the 
strongest that we have seen in an example of this issue in quite some 
time.

This is in sharp contrast 
to many later-date issues in the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series 
such as the 1926-D, 1929 and 1932, which are elusive in todays mar¬ 
ket because the vast majority of coins struck were melted in the Mint. 
The 1908-S was produced to the extent of just 22,000 pieces, and 
Mint State survivors are believed to number just 210-275 coins (per 
David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio, A Handbook of 20th-Century United 
States Gold Coins: 1907-1933 , forthcoming revision to the 1988 edi¬ 
tion).
